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Hotel Vancouver shuts ^ 


VANCOUVER i CP i The 
strike-bound Hotel Vancouver, 
owned by Canadian National 
and operated by the Hilton 
hotel chain, closed its doors 
indefinitely Friday as the 
strike entered its third week. 

Denis Buchanan, general 
manager of the hotel, told a 
news conference at the hotel 
Friday that the move was 
being taken because of vio¬ 
lence on the picket line and 
the lack of police protection. 

About 700 members of the 
Canadian Brotherhood of 


Railway, Transport and Gen¬ 
eral Workers, Local 275. 
began their . strike June 9 
after hotel management re¬ 
fused to provide a wage in¬ 
crease in the new contract: 
The hotel had offered a dental 
plan and improved working 
conditions but said the slump 
in the hotel business prevent¬ 
ed an increase in wages. 

Buchanan said a security 
guard at the hotel was pushed 
through a glass door early Fri¬ 
day and was injured. He said 
police were asked to provide 


protection but did not re¬ 
spond. 

He told the news conference 
the hotel was closing to pre¬ 
vent further violence on the 
picket line and “possible 
death.” 

Earlier Friday, police posi¬ 
tioned riot control equipment 
at a strategic point near Hotel 
Vanoouver. The step was 
taken after a scuffle outside a 
hotel entrance during mass 
picketing by members of the 
B.C. Government Employees 
Union. 


On Thursday, hundreds ol 
trade unionists participated in 
a mass picket demonstration 
at the hotel in support of the 
strikers. 

L e n Guy, secretary- 
treasurer of the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor which organized 
the mass picket, said it was a 
demonstration that labor in 
B.C. was supporting the strike 
and would not tolerate strike¬ 
breaking by the hotel. 

Shortly after the strike 
began the hotel began hiring 


outside help to keep the busi¬ 
ness in operatons. 

Pickets appeared early Fri¬ 
day at a southside Canada 
Manpower office to protest 
the forwarding of job appli¬ 
cants to Hotel Vancouver. 
About 60 Manpower em¬ 
ployees were unable to enter 
the building until the pickets 
left later in the iporning.

Senate denies 
Carter funds 
for pardoning 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rejecting appeals to “heal 
the wounds” of war, the Senate Friday refused to give 
President Carter money to Implement the blanket par¬ 
don he bestowed on Vietnam draft resisters. 

Senator Mark Hatfield, a Democrat, attempted to 
strike the pRrdon restriction, which the House had 
added earlier to a $7.7 billion measure finanoing sever¬ 
al government departments. 

But the Senate refused, on a 44-38 vote, to eliminate 
the restrictions, and if later approved the $7.7 billion 
money bill 70 to 9. 

The entire package goes to a House-Senate confer¬ 
ence committee where minor differences in the two 
measures will be ironed out. 

Hatfield said the restriction “would effectively gut 
President Carter’s pardon program for Vietnam - erq 
draft resisters.” 

But a spokesman tor the justice department said it 
would probably affect only those who have taken up 
foreign citizenship and wish to return home because the 
U.S. government would not be able to pay for process¬ 
ing their cases. 

The spokesman said 283 of the estimated 2,200 draft 
resisters who fled to other countries have returned to 
the U.S. so far, and it was not known how many men 
have taken up foreign citizenship or how many wished 
to return home. 

Carter cannot veto the restriction without also 
knocking out the money for all the agencies in the $7.7 
billion appropriation bill, but the administration could 
appeal the pardon provision in the court!.

UIC payout up 
11% over 1976 


OTTAWA (CP) — Net un¬ 
employment insurance bene¬ 
fits paid in the first four 
months of 19T7 totalled $1,553 
billion, up 11 per cent over the 
amount paid in the same 
period of 1976, Statistics Cana¬ 
da reported Friday. 

Higher average weekly ben¬ 
efits, up nine per cent over 
last year to $101.01, accounted 
for most of the increase. 

During April, the net payout 
was $354 million, down 17 per 
cent from March but 13 per 
oent more than in April, 1976. 

The number of persons re¬ 
ceiving benefits in the survey 
week ending April 16 w*as 
859,000, four per cent less 
than in March but six per 


cent more than a year ago. 
Unemployment rates in the 
early part of the year have 
hovered near eight per cent, 
substantially higher than a 
year ago. 

About 10 per cent of benefi- 
c i a r i e s received special 
sickness or maternity benefits.

talks. 

“I think we have made 
some basic changes in the 
previous* policies that might 
bear fruit, but we have not 
made any additional steps for¬ 
ward” toward a strategic 
arms limitation agreement, 
Carter said. 

”We hope we can. I think 
we are taking a much more 
bold approach to that question 

Carter noted his administra¬ 
tion was seeking limitations 
on future construction of arms 
as well as a freeze on deploy¬ 
ment, and development of nu¬ 
clear weapons. 

“We are asking the Soviets 
to join us in a comprehensive 
test ban that would prevent 
any nuclear explosives being 
tested," he said. 

”Thi.s has never been done 
before. Demilitarization of the 
Indian Ocean has never been 
attempted before.” 

Carter said he was not cri¬ 


ticizing his predecessor’s ad¬ 
ministration and he held out 
no promises of success for his 
own program. 

Carter also said there had 
been “a surprisingly adverse 
reaction in the Soviet Union to 
our stand on human rights.” 
He said his administration did 
not single out the Kremlin 
and “I think I have been quite 
reticent in trying to publicly 
condemn the Soviets.”

The union took a strike vote 
from 35.000 members and 
served 72-hour strike notice 
Friday because of what it 
said was a failure by Forest 
Industrial Relations to make 
a serious offer in three 
months of bargaining. 

.Members from 12 coastal 
and southern interior locals 
supported strike action by an 
85 per cent margin. 

Officially, a strike could 
begin by early next week. But 
because of labor’s problems 
with the Anti-Inflation Board, 
such a development • was 
viewed as highly unlikely. 

Sources say it would be fu¬ 
tile to lose time and money 
through a strike only to have 
the AIB roll back any sub¬ 
stantial gain. The anti-infla¬ 
tion program has had a deter¬ 
rent effect on strikes. 

Even so. IWA regional pres¬ 
ident Jack Munro isn’t pre¬ 
pared to have the strike no¬ 
tice treated as a bluff. He 
said that unless F.I.R. (bar¬ 
gaining arm for the industry) 
budges on the union’s de¬ 
mands, a strike was inevita¬ 
ble. 

The union is seeking a $1 an 
h >ur increase. Another major 
stumbling block is the length 
ctf the contract. The industry 
wants a two-year agreement 
and the IWA is demanding 
that it be limited to one year. 

Sources say AIB restric¬ 
tions have made the union 
unreceptive to a two-year 
package. It would mean that 
members would be faced with 
a four per cent increase ceil¬ 
ing in the second year and 
wouldn't be in a position to 
bargain for something better 
if the anti-inflation program is 
abandoned in the meantime. 

The AIB ceiling for the first 
year is six per cent. 

There are a number of 
other areas of disagreement 
between the TWA and F.I.R., 
including a pension plan. 

The Victoria local president 
said he felt the industry would 
make some concrete move at 
the bargaining table today be¬ 
cause of the fact it made an 
offer to the pulp unions in ne¬ 
gotiations Friday.

Garage fit for a king inside 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) 

A new neutron bomb designed 
for use in Europe would be 
less dangerous to civilian pop¬ 
ulations than regular nuclear 
bombs, the White House said 
Friday. 

White House spokesman 
Jody Powell said the neutron 
bomb wx>uld cause fewer ca¬ 
sualties among civilians and 
friendly troops than conven¬ 
tional nuclear bombs. 

He said the neutron bomb, 
on which President Carter 
will make a final decision 
later this year, was designed 
to inflict casualties on enemy 
soldiers in a sjiecilic area and 
has 10 times less fire, blast 
and fallout than conventional 
atomic devices. 


No-tax jiin 
makes offer 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Carter owed no in¬ 
come tax for 1976 but offered 
Friday to pay $6,000 anyway 
as a matter of principle, ac¬ 
cording to documents re¬ 
leased by the White House. 

The president and Mrs. 
Carter had a net taxable in¬ 
come of $39,366, but it was off¬ 
set by $20,864 in expenses con¬ 
nected with the family peanut 
w a rehouse. 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Ac¬ 
cording to Peking Radio. Sovi¬ 
et President Leonid Brezh¬ 
nev’s garage looks like the 
royal stables .of French King 
Louis XVI. And if he’s not 
careful, he may end up like 
him. 

In its second attack in two 
months on the “bourgeoise” 
life style of the Soviet leader, 
the Chinese said Brezhnev’s 
expensive tastes were affect¬ 
ing others around the Krem¬ 
lin. 

“The Moscow' bureaucratic 
monopoly bourgeois consider 
that honor and glory lie in the 
ownership of a private car, 
and they go positively crazy 
over Western models,” Pek¬ 
ing Radio said in a Russian- 
language broadcast beamed 
to the Soviet Union. 

The broadcast, a commen¬ 
tary. entitled Man and the Au¬ 
tomobile was made last wvek 
and a monitored translation 
was obtained FYiday. 

“Brezhnev,” the broadcast 
said, “is an inveterate collec¬ 


tor of Western automobiles 
and one can find nearly every 
known brand of high-class En¬ 
glish. West German and U.S. 
care in his personal garage.” 
the broadcast said. 

Brezhnev was given two 
care by French President Va¬ 
lery Giscard d’Estaing during 
his state visit to France earli¬ 
er this week. However, he did 
not like the color of one of 
them and asked that it be 
repainted. 

Noting that Louis XVI had 
1,800 horses and 218 carriages 
in his royal stables. Peking 
Radio said, “If Brezhnev 
hasn't pursued his hobby 
quite as expansively as Louis 
XVI did, he nonetheless (has 
kept up with) the represent¬ 
atives of the monopoly bour¬ 
geoise in the West." 

Just as Louis XVL Brezh¬ 
nev keeps his stable of care 
“for his hunting, various jun¬ 
kets, entertaining excursions 
and other amusements,” it 
said. 

”ln those days splendid car- 



vvere also considered symbols 
of wealth and power. 

"... The situation in which 
men are judged not by their 
abilities but by their wealth 
has not only been completely 
preserved in today’s capitalist 
society. but is growing 
stronger in the Soviet Union." 

Nevertheless, the day of 
reckoning is coming tor 
Brezhnev just as it did for 
Louis XVL Peking Radio 
says. 

"The turmoil of the great 
French revolution forced 
Louis XVI to flee in his car¬ 
riage in the dead of night and 
to go into hiding. He was non¬ 
etheless captured by the revo¬ 
lutionary people and was guil¬ 
lotined.

Panther plans stop in Canada, 
but door’s closed say officials 


HAVANA (Reuter) — Black 
Panther leader Huey Newton, 
who disappeared from the 
ITS. in 1974 after being 
charged with murder, said 
Friday he planned to return 
home to stand trial. 

Newton told an interviewer 
he had been living in Cuba for 
the last three years. He was 
going back to the U.S. be¬ 
cause he believed he had 
gathered information to dis¬ 
prove charges against him. 
He also said he felt a new po¬ 
litical climate in the U.S. 
meant he had a better chance 
of receiving a fair trial.* 

He said he planned to leave 
Havana tonight on a flight to 
Canada. 

Newton. 35. a co-founder of 
the Black Panthers in the 
I960*, had hoped originally to 
spend 10 days in Canada to 
consult lawyers. 

However, he said he learned 
Friday that Canada would not 
grant him a visa to do this 
and he expected to be arrest¬ 
ed as soon as he landed there. 
The Canadian embassy here 
refused comment on this 
statement.

Lebanon villagers 
fleeing fiery fields 


HASBAYA, Lebanon (UPI) 
Villagers fled from the 
burning wheat fields and 
shell-devastated towns near 
the southeastern border Fri¬ 
day, the seventh day of 
♦ lashes between Israeli-sup¬ 
ported Christian rightists and 
Palestinian guerrillas. 

One person was reported 
killed and seven injured in 
Palestinian and leftist-held 
villages of the southeast as 
the rightist* waged running 
artillery and machine gun 
duels with guerrillas and lef¬ 
tists. 

However, no report was im¬ 


mediately available from the 
embattled Christian villages, 
cut off in a small frontier en¬ 
clave accessible only from 
Israel. 

“The fields are burning be¬ 
cause of incendiary shells,” a 
resident of Hasbaya said. 

The resident of Hasbaya. 
the capital of the Arqoub area 
called “Fatahland.” had visit¬ 
ed nearby Ebel es Saqi -r- now 
a border ghost town except 
for the guerrillas and leftist 
fighters there who fight on a 
daily basis with the Christian 
forces in Marjayoun and 
Kleia.

Newton said the U.S. justice 
department already had given 
him permission to stay in an¬ 
other country on hi* way back 
to the United State*. He 
added that, he had a valid 
travel document. 

”1 find the Canadian deci¬ 
sion inexplicable,” he said. “I 
have offered and still offer to 
stand by any condition* Cana¬ 
da imposes on me.” 

Newton said he hoped that 
by flying to Canada today 
Canadian authorities might 
relent and allow him to re¬ 
main quietly in the country 
for a few' days before going on 
to the U.S. 

Newton, whose presence In 
Cuba had not been confirmed 
until Friday, said he had been 
here as a “very welcome 
guest of the Cuban govern¬ 
ment.” 

He made his way here in 
1974 after jumping bail on a 
number of charge*, including 
murder and assault with a 
deadly weapon, laid against 
him in Oakland, Calif. 

“I’ve had hospitality from 
the Cuban people wherever 
I’ve been,” he said. “I’ve 
stayed in every province in 
Cuba and the lack of racism 
here is one of the very im- 
poressive things about the 
country. 

“I’ve spent much of the time 
In preparing for my defence 
and getting the information I 
need. I’ve always intended to 
go back.’’ 

Newton, who spoke to the 
Interviewer at the hotel in 
central Havana where he Is 
, staying, said recent legal ac¬ 
tions in the U.S. and govern¬ 
ment investigations there 
were helping to establish that 
a CTA conspiracy exists 


against Black Panther lead¬ 
ers. 

After founding the Black 
Panther movement. Newton 
was for many years its “min¬ 
ister of defence” before lor- 
mally becoming its leader, 

He said he hoped to light 
for black rights through jKiliti- 
cal action in the U.S. 

“We’ve got growing politi¬ 
cal support after some years 
of stagnation.” he said. , 

In Ottawa, a spokesman for 
the immigration department 
said Newton was “prohibited” 
in Canada. 

“If he atfempls lo come he 
will he detained with no con¬ 
sideration to be given L> > his 
l>eing released under bond.” 


George Johnston, president 
of the labor federation, said 
the Manpower picket line was 
a “tangible reply” to an earli¬ 
er statement by Bud Cullen, 
federal minister ot manpower 
ap^| immigration, that Man- 
jxtwer must remain neutral in 
labor disputes.

Dear Dr. Thonteaon : Why 

does there seem lo be suqh a 
difference of opinion among 
doctors as to the treatment of 
shingles?

Teargas attack 
‘staged’ for TV 


Colonist Victoria, B.C.. Saturday, June 25, 1977 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (UPI> — Riot police 
Friday fired volleys of tear- 
gas at gangs of black youths 
stoning trucks in the Soweto 
ghetto. They also found a wo¬ 
man’s bullet-riddled body, the 
second victim of rioting a day 
earlier. 

Police operating under new 
get-tough orders, said they 
were foroed to fire teargas 
three times to disperse ”riot- 
ous youths” stoning and do- 
maging vehicles. But students 
at one high school said the of¬ 
ficers charged them in an un¬ 
provoked attack staged for 
the benefit of a television 
crew. 

The black principal of Or¬ 
lando West High School said 
a police truck and a "Hippo” 
armored truck shot canisters 
of gas into the school yard. 
The irritating smoke filtered 
into classrooms and emptied 
the school, he said. 

Polio* denied the students' 


claim and said they charged 
the school because it was a 
haven for rioters. 

Brig. Jan Visser. chief of 
Soweto’s heavily armed, 
1,000-man police force, 
warned blacks. "If you’re 
looking for trouble, you’ll get 
it.” 

The South African Broad¬ 
casting System said police in 
the ghetto of 1.2 million peo¬ 
ple were “out in force . . . and 
the situation was considerably 
more peaceful” than on 
Thursday, when crowds of 
thousands of young blacks 
burned trucks and looted 
stores in the worst rioting this 
year in the ghetto. 

“We will not tolerate fur¬ 
ther trouble from rioters,” 
said Brig. Jan Gerber, a se¬ 
nior officer of the Soweto po¬ 
lice headquarters. “We can 
stand no further robberies, as¬ 
saults, stonings. damage to 
property and general 
lawlessness. 


“Strong, well-armed contin¬ 
gents of police are patrolling 
the Soweto complex,” he said. 

Gangs of youths hurled 
*tone9 at trucks making deli¬ 
veries Friday in the Soweto 
ghetto’s northern section, and 
many drivers steered clear of 
the area. Radio South Africa 
said two black truck drivers 
were injured in a collision 
caused by the stone-throwing. 

Maj. Gen. Dawid Kriel, ini 
charge of national riot con¬ 
trol, said, the body of a 
woman found early Friday 
apparently was a second vic¬ 
tim of Thursday’s rioting, in 
which police killed a black 
teen-ager and wounded at 
least 14 other persons. 

The woman’s death raised 
the black toll to 12 dead and 
at least 57 wounded sinc$ the. 
June 16 anniversary of the 
1976 South African riots that 
killed 618 persons. One wliite 
pbliceman also was shot to 
death accidentally. 


U.S. equality demand 
angers South Africa 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
South African Foreign Min¬ 
ister R. F. Botha angrily ac¬ 
cused the U.S. FViday of “try¬ 
ing to outplay the Russians in 
Africa” by making “radical” 
demands tor racial equality. 

His voice rising in out¬ 
rage. Botha suggested Pres¬ 
ident Carter was toadying to 
the black American voter in 
his attempts to break down 
segregation in white ruled 
South Africa — and cited an 
embarrassing incident in 
Carter’s presidential cam¬ 
paign to support his point. 

“W* are going to accept 
it,” he told a news conference 
in mscussing U.S. requests 
that South Africa shift toward 
one-man, one-vote democracy. 

"It doesn’t realty matter 
whether you tell a man he 
must be hanged today or next

Japan, Germany 
reject trade pitch 


PARIS (AP) - Western 
countries headed by the Unit¬ 
ed States renewed appeals to 
West Germany and Japan 
Friday to expand their econo¬ 
mies and buy more abroad to 
help those countries facing 
heavy unemployment and 
large deficits in their interna¬ 
tional trade. 

But German and Japanese 
spokesmen at the closing ses¬ 
sion of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development resisted the ap¬ 
peals, claiming they had done 
enough to help expand world 
trade. Both West Germany 
and Japan had piled up big 
surpluses in their foreign 
earnings. 

U.S. Treasury Secretary Mi¬ 
chael Blumenthal said reduc¬ 


tion of surpluses obtained by 
the stronger countries, includ¬ 
ing the Netherlands and Swit¬ 
zerland was essential because 
weaker states were approach¬ 
ing foreign-debt ceilings. 

Blumenthal told a news con¬ 
ference later that the total 
payments surpluses of the 
four countries—West Ger¬ 
many. Japan, the Netherlands 
and Switzerland — would be 
between 510 billion and M2 
billion this year—roughly 
equivalent to the payments 
deficit the United States ex¬ 
pected to face. 

Blumenthal told the OECD 
meeting that “the survival of 
our political institutions and 
our open trade and financial 
system depends on our suc¬ 
cess.”

Critics claim¬ 
ed the remark reflected 
a white racist viewpoint, and 
Carter spent some , time deny¬ 
ing that interpretation and 
cooling off the controversy it 
generated. 

State department spokes¬ 
man Hodding Carter denied 
Botha's assertion that U.S. 
policy toward South Africa 
derived from domestic politi¬ 
cal considerations. 

“I reject that.” he said. 
As to the charge the U.S. was 
trying to be ”niore radical” 
than the Soviets, the spokes¬ 
man said. “We do not consid¬ 
er the democratic process to 
be radical.” 

Botha expressed bewilder¬ 
ment and dismay, as well as 
anger, over the new U.S. poli¬ 
cy toward his government. 

“I don’t understand it.” 
he said. “We have never 
harmed you. We have always 
helped you ...” 


Bid to forge western ties 
led to Socred’s death 


OTTAWA (CP) - Andre 
Fortin’s death Friday m a car 
accident came as the 33-year- 
old Social Credit party leader 
was attempting to retorge 
party ties with the party’s 
once-powerful, now nearly- 
defunct, western flank. 

Fortin died after his car ran 
off the road near Drummond- 
ville, Quebec, and vaulted a 
30-foot-wide river. Police 
speculate he may have fallen 
asleep. He was driving the 100 
miles from Ottawa to his 
home in Victoriaville after re¬ 
turning from a trip to Van¬ 
couver where he was attempt¬ 
ing to rebuild the party’s 
western base. 

The death represented yet 
another blow to the tiny Que- 
bec-based populist party 
which elected him as leader 
eight months ago. 

Speculation on Fortin's 
successor immediately 
centred on Gilles Caouette, 
son of the party’s former 
leader Real who died in De¬ 
cember, a month after Fortin 
was picked to replace him. 

The younger Caouette re¬ 
cently boosted party morale 
with a .May 24 byelection win 
in his father's former rural 
C^iebec riding of Temiscamin- 
gue. 

But the newly elected MP 
declined comment on his po¬ 
litical future, saying only that 
the party must pull together if 
it is to stay alive. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 


said Fortin’s death “is a very 
sad event, not juet for his 
family but his party and Par- 
liment itself.” 

“He was a parliamentarian 
who had ideas and defehded 
them” 

Opposition Leader Joe 
Clark, whose political climb 
through the party organiza¬ 
tion had been compared to 
Fortin’s through his. said he 
was shocked by the news. 

Fortin was a friend, Clark- 
said in a statement from 
Stony Plain. Alta. “For too 
little time his youth, his hard 
work and determination con¬ 
tributed to the political life of 
our country.” 


At 33. Fortin was the 
youngest federal party leader. 

Fortin entered the Com¬ 
mons in 1S68 as its youngest 
MP and recaptured his Lot- 
viniere seat in the 1972 and 
1974 general elections. 

He first attempted to win a 
seat in 1965, but was defeated 
by former Liberal cabinet 
minister Jean-Luc Pepin. He 
spent the next three years 
working as Caouette’s special 
secretary , and he was party 
House leader from 1969 to 
1972. 

His death reduces Social 
Cedit strength in the Com¬ 
mons to 10.

A most sensible move 


G OVERNMENTS are knocked for mistakes but get 
precious little in the way of praise when they do 
come up with good projects, good legislation. 

Our B.C. government has taken a strong step in the 
right direction in the field of recreation and should be 
given full marks for the long overdue action. 

Recreation Minister Sam Bawlf announced Friday 
that British Columbia would be embarking on a 
program of winter and summer athletic games Not 
only that, he announced his government had managed 
to lure away the director of the highly successful 
Alberta games program, Mr. Ron Butlin. 

British Columbia has lagged far behind other 
provinces in recreation and athletic programs. One of 
the richest of all provinces had one of the poorest 
records in recreation achievement Now we should 
quickly move to the forefront along with Alberta and 
Ontario. 

The new program does not supplant the B.C. 
Festival of Sports in that the government cancelled 
that program quite some time ago — cancelled it as a 
wasteful, non-productive arrangement However, the 
new concept is bound to draw praise from amateur 
athletic circles throughout the province. The 
attractive feature is that the program is for the 
average person — hot for the super-star athletes who 
compete in Olympic and Commonwealth games. 


Such advanced athletic performers will not be 
competitors in the B.C games. These will be open to 
athletes from 13 to 90 and the participation total is 
expected to be close to 60,000 for summer games, with 
roughly 3.000 finalists going to the actual games. 

It is a program designed to not only help all 
athletic endeavors, but to make sure there can be no 
dominance by \he major population areas of 
Vancouver and Victoria. Any community with a 
population of 10.000 or more, will be eligible to bid for 
the games and past .experience has shown these 
smaller centres possess far greater enthusiasm for 
such a task, than say. Vancouver. 

Sam Bawlf says the primary objective is to foster 
participation in healthful sport activities by the 
maximum number of British Columbians, and this, 
unquestionably, is a solid goal 

The cost will be far less than what it was in the 
funding of the Festival of Sport debacle. Bawlf 
estimates the summer games, for instance, will be run 
on a budget of $250,000 — considerably less than was 
spent on advertising alone for the “festival” 
productions. 

A most, sensible project that should benefit 
athletic participation in our province to a far greater 
degree than previously experienced through 
government sponsorship. 


Keeping the larder stocked 


I T IS WITH a certain amount of smugness that we 
Canadians have thought of our vast homeland as 
one of the world's great breadbaskets. The truth of the 
matter is that only eight per cent of Canada’s land can 
be farmed and much of that land is classed as 
marginal. The best farm land is being gobbled up by 
expanding cities and only British Columbia has 
' effective legislation to stop it. 

Perhaps detecting a weakness in the Social Credit 
government’s resolve to protect agricultural land, 
developers and municipalities make continued 
attempts to bite away at farm land A case in point is 
> the application by developers to have over 70 acres of 
what is described as prime agricultural land in the 
Duncan area removed from the agricultural land 
reserve. The application was rejected by the Land 
Commission but the provincial cabinet is expected to 
hear an appeal. The Cowichan Region Farmland 
Defence League has petitioned the government in the 
hope that the land will not be lost to development. 

Last November, when the cabinet rejected a bid to 
release 1.720 acres of land to the municipality of 
Chilliwack, the premier called it “a landmark decision 
which should make our intentions clear.’’ With these 
words he supposedly ended weeks of speculation that 
the government was preparing to lift the agricultural 
land freeze. But now. it seems that Chilliwack is going 
to try again, this time asking for only 387 acres. The 
municipality possibly feels that good results may be 
obtained in smaller parcels of land 


With current bids to remove more land from the 
agricultural reserve, now is the time for Premier 
Bennett to clarify his stand on the matter. It is hoped 
that he will demonstrate opce and for all this 
government’s intentions to protect the farm lands of 
B.C. Alternate lands will simply have to be found for 
industry and housing 

Just this past week at a meeting of the Royal 
Society of Canada. Canadians were warned that if 
farm land was not protected, the country could be 
short of food in 20 years. Dr Fred Bentley, president 
of the International Soil Science Society and dean of 
agriculture at the University of Alberta, told the 
society that Canadians have long been prone to over 
estimating the agricultural land endowment of this 
country. 

He lauded the current B.C. legislation while at the 
same time calling the growth around Edmonton and 
Calgary “horrifying’’ because three-quarters of the 
land absorbed qualifies as top farm land. 

“There are two very powerful vested interests at 
work here. ’ Bentley said, “the farmer who can sell for 
$15,000 an acre land that would otherwise sell for $1,000 
an acre and the developer who can buy it for $15,000 
and sell for $50,000 ” 

Developers can find alternatives but replacing 
good, productive farm land would be difficult, if not 
impossible. For this reason, protective measures must 
be taken today, if Canadians want to eat tomorrow.

Anyone concerned about 
government spending will be 
stunned by the two prescrip¬ 
tions for Canadian broad¬ 
casting put forward last week 
by A1 Johnson and Judy 
LaMarsh.

We had an object lesson last 
week in the two-part series on 
organized crime. It was great 
television and proved — 
Johnson take note — that us 
yokels will watch Canadian TV 
when it’s worth watching. As 
investigative journalism, the 
series was fascinating and 
compelling and provided a 
public servic by letting us in on 
the scope and methods of the

But the other side of the coin 
had a different ring. The CBC 
producers crossed the bounds 
of decency in guilt by associa¬ 
tion and innuendo.

Wagner s case was the most 
blatant.

underworld And Anyone 
familiar with Wagner’s record 
or who took the trouble to 
check would know that he had a 
reputation for fighting crime 
as attorney general, minister 
of justice and judge in Quebec. 

Nevertheless, after pointing 
a finger at Reynolds, who 
claims the CBC;’ deceived him. 
manipulated his testimony and 
lied to him, the program im¬ 
plicated Wagner by the simple 
device of showing Reynolds as 
a close supporter and con¬ 
fidante in the 1976 Tory 
leadership campaign. The 
Mafia, the program said, was 
watching the outcome with in¬ 
terest. The inference was given 
that organized crime preferred 
Wagner over Clark — without a 
shred of substantiation. 

They say that pictures don’t 
lie. but those did. And whether 
the particular exerpts were 
used deliberately or simply 
because some good file footage 
was available is irrelevant 
The result was a smear of 


monstrous proportions which 
fully justified Wagner’s in¬ 
dignation. 

Byron Harrington, the Van¬ 
couver immigration officer, 
also has reason to be offended 
He was made to look guilty 
even though the producers had 
already been informed by the 
RCMP that he had been 
thoroughly investigated and 
cleared

In addition, he was not told 
he was being interviewed for 
the CBC. According to a 
spokesman for immigration 
minister Bud Cullen, the inter¬ 
viewer passed himself off as a 
special investigator for the 
RCMP — an offence under the 
Criminal Code. 

And there was no sign of any 
microphone of camera. Ap¬ 
parently the camera was hid¬ 
den across the street, which is 
the reason the picture was 
periodically interrupted by 
passing cars and trucks. 


So the producers may have 
been guilty of unauthorized 
electronic surveillance, 
another indictable offence

The CBC may try to 
rationalize their deceptions on 
the basis of the larger public 
good Yet curiously after 
producing a show which was 
largely based on wiretapping 
that would not now be legal, 
and having created a public de¬ 
mand that action be taken 
against organized crime, they 
promote the views of commen¬ 
tators who would deny the 
police the wider wiretape 
powers requested as a neces¬ 
sary aid in their investiga¬ 
tions. 

The episode reminds us of 
the incredible power of the 
electronic media for good or 
for evil. The public expose was 
commendable yet, regardless 
of what the courts may say in 
the months ahead, reputations 
were tarnished unnecessarily 
in the process. 


Armageddon is postponed 
as China updates forces

The great Chinese panic 
about an imminent world war 
is over. They are not admitting 
it m public, of course — last 
month Defence Minister Yeh 
Chien-ying said that Chinese 
defence industries were in “a 
race against time’ to prepare 
for a war between the super¬ 
powers at an early date’ — but 
such statements are mainly 
meant to stimulate the 
military efforts of Russia s 
other opponents. 

Paradoxically, the proof that 
Peking has decided that Ar¬ 
mageddon will be postponed 
lies in the May 9 announcement 
that China would henceforward 
concentrate on the rapid 
modernization and re-equip¬ 
ment of its armed forces. This 
statement signals the decisive 
victory of the advocates of 
large, well-equipped regular 
forces over the “people’s war” 
concept, with its stress on the 
militia and on protracted guer¬ 
rilla resistance by China's mil¬ 
lions as the main defence 
against a Russian attack. 

it it it 

This dispute was always in¬ 
extricably tangled up with 
rivalry between the “radicals’’ 
and the “moderate in the 
Chinese leadership The 
radicals favored the militia 
concept partly because it ac¬ 
corded with their “vulgar 
Maoist conception of warfare, 
and more practically because 
it gave them a power base 
Similarly, the regular armed 
forces were inevitably more in¬ 
terested in shiny new weapons 
and a high defence budget, and 
the political stability that 
would speed the development 
of Chinese defence industries.. 

The practical military argu¬ 
ment in China revolved around 
the question -of how soon a 
Soviet invasion might come. If 
it were due within a few years, 
then there was no other choice 
but to concentrate on “people's 
war.” Only if you thought you 
might have a decade or more 
was it worth building up the 
regular forces to the point 
where they could actually 
deter a Russian invasion or 
stop it near the frontiers. 

There was never a pro- 
Russian faction in the bitter 
Chinese internal disputes of the 
past decade; the differences

only arose over the right 
strategy to adopt in defence 
against the Soviet Union. Even 
before the radicals were finally 
and decisively defeated with 
the arrest of the “Gang of Four 
last October, the armed forces 
were already making headway 
with their insistence on 
modern weapons. 

★ ★ ★ 

That course has now been 
confirmed, and it dearly dis¬ 
tresses the Soviet Union. For 
the longer run, after all, it 
poses a much greater threat to 
the Soviet Union than the pas¬ 
sive defence enshrined in “peo¬ 
ple's war.” The Russian press 
optimistically suspended its 
vitriolic attacks on the Chinese 
leadership for a time after 
Mao’s death, but since last 
April the ritual vilification of 
Peking has resumed. 

In mid-May Pravda accused 
China of advocating “a new 
global slaughter.’’ The Russian 
paper asked rhetorically. “Is it 
not clear that the nuclear 
rocket race launched by China 
— not without the approval of 
the military-industrial circles 
in the United States. West Ger¬ 
many and several monopolies 
in France, Japan and Britain — 
is aimed at threatening not 
only the Soviet Union, but also 
the cause of world peace?” 

It is certainly not clear. 
China is a nuclear midget, 
whose few hundred nuclear 
warheads are deployed strictly 
for retaliatory purposes. It has 
at the most half a dozen mis¬ 
siles capable of reaching cities 
in European Russian (if they 
can get through Soviet anti¬ 
missile defences) and nothing 
else with a range greater than 
1500 miles. 

★ ★ * 

The Chinese Peoples’ Libera¬ 
tion Army is incapable of 
operating in strength mOre 
than a hundred miles or so 
beyond China’s borders in any 
direction (and probably not at 
all across the well-defended 
Soviet frontier >. The consensus 
of Western military experts is 
that Chinese conventional 
military technology is about 20 


years out of date. Most Chinese 
anti-tank weapons would 
brobably fail to penetrate 
modern Soviet armour, and 
only 50 or so of China’s 40,000 
combat aircraft could stay in 
the same sky with modern 
Soviet planes 

For some years to come. 
China must still rely on the 
“people’s war” concept of 
defence, even though it means 
accepting that large parts of 
China would be overrun and 
devasted in war. Development 
of a modern armaments in¬ 
dustry will take much time 
Chinese industry lags in 
electronics, high-quality steels 
and other strategic metals, and 
Chinese design teams have 
much'leeway to make up. 

The determination is there, 
though, and modernization of 
weapons can be speeded great¬ 
ly by technology transfers 
from abroad. In the most eigh¬ 
teen months China has ordered 
Spey engines (used in Britain s 
Phantom fighters) from Rolls 
Royce, and over 100 Mes- 
serschmitt BO105 helicopters 
equipped with military mis¬ 
sions from West Germany. 
it it it 

It has also reportedly bought 
at least a quarter-million tons 
of aluminium and quantities of 
other strategic metals such as 
manganese in the West, 
probably for a new fighter air¬ 
craft, and last November the 
United States approved the 
sale of two large computers 
which can be adapted for 
military use. To some extent 
the Russians are right in say¬ 
ing that the West is willing to 
help in the modernization of 
China’s defences. 

Given the high military in¬ 
fluence in the new Chinese 
regime, the instinctive 
preference of regular soldiers 
for a more professional and 
technological approach to 
defence, and the inherent 
desirability of defending China 
on its frontiers rather than in 
the heartland, this trend is like- 
ly to continue. China's 
leadership, while still con¬ 
cerned about the possibility of 
border clashes or limited 
Soviet military operations, has 
evidently decided that World 
War III is not just around the 
comer after all 
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B.C. suppliers 
pay questioned 

The willingness (announced 
the other day) by our provin¬ 
cial government to pay B.C. 
suppliers of material needed, 
as much as five per cent more 
than might be necessary from 
other Canadian sources and ten 
per cent more than from 
foreign sources, raises several 
questions which, so far, seem 
not to have been asked by 
anyone — even the Opposition. 

First of all how many B.C. 
suppliers charge more than 
five per cent — delivered here 
— than anyone else in Canada, 
for things the government 
buys? One thing certain it is 
probable there will be a few 
more since this announcement 
than there were before it was 
made. 

Second: How have they 
managed to remain in business 
unless the grateful taxpayer 
has already been propping 
them up? This goes for those 
competing with foreigners as 
well. 

Third: It is understood the 
Canadian Manufacturers As¬ 
sociation has praised this 
move. Thus do the great infla¬ 
tion fighters behave. (Not a 
question of course but a 
statement.) The question is — 
does this endorsation con¬ 
stitute qualification for ex- 
mayor Peter Pollen's Flat 
Earth Society? 

The suggestion by the 
government that this will en¬ 
courage or stimulate the B.C. 
economy is one of the most ex¬ 
traordinary aberrations to 
emanate from any public body, 
a collection not universally 
noted for making much sense. 
This is the same kind of 
dunderheaded nonsense which 
guides Mr. Whalen when he 
forces Canadians to financially 
support the production of huge 
quantities of various farm 
products, butter for example, 
which they are then not al¬ 
lowed to consume because the 
price is ridiculously high.

I believe that the choice 
of education for one’s children 
is one of the prime concerns for 
parents today. The independent 
school offers an educational 
alternetive and should be 
available to any parent desir¬ 
ing that alternative regardless 
of economic status. 

Fortunately, my children are 
able to attend the school of our 
choice. It happens to be an in¬ 
dependent school. It does not 
mean I am against all other 
schools in the area — it does 
mean that it suits my require¬ 
ments as to the standards of 
education and values. 

Bill 33 deserves careful con¬ 
sideration by a well-informed 
public. It offers parents 
freedom of choice in the educa¬ 
tion of our most important 
natural resource — our 
children.

consumer role is normal for 
men and the only fulfilling way 
to live. (Let's remember that 
when an abortion occurs, a 
male and a female have not 
been responsible for their ac¬ 
tions: there is no mention of 
the male responsibility in your 
pamphlet.) 

And these statements lead to 
another area in which your 
pamphlet is unacceptable. It is 
blatantly sexist Enough 
studies have shown that every 
building block of language, 
even small pronouns, create a 
society that offers either bias 
or equal opportunity. In the 
pamphlet the aborted fetus is 
always a he. The pronoun he- 
she would show that you realize 
that females are aborted too 
and are of equal concern. 

And there is the woman who 
carries the fetus. She is more 


than a vessel that bears 
children. To be legally opposed 
to letting her choose to have or 
not to have an abortion is to say 
that a woman cannot make sur¬ 
vival judgments about her own 
body. It also implies that she 
can be discarded for a potential 
new life. When legal abortion is 
not available, many women are 
forced to use unhealthy and 
harmful means to defend 
themselves. Let’s take care of 
what lives we have before w« 
laud and create an ill-planned 
future. 

The argument that there are 
not enough babies for those 
who want to adopt is also 
highly questionable. There 
may not be enough “white’’ 
babies, but certainly if we re 
looking at the human situation, 
we must consider the many 
who need homes and don't fall 
into that color category. Such 
prejudice is racism. And what 
about the great lack of y ade- 
quate foster homes? Again, we 
have more than enough to deal 
with when it comes to child¬ 
rearing. 

The degradation of women 


can also be seen in the idea that 
women “can just have the baby 
and give it up for adoption.’’ 
This is to consider that a 
woman or female child is just a 
machine for producing babies 
without feelings after carrying 
a fetus for 9 months. Women do 
have feelings and often don’t 
want to giye up their babies 
should it live to full term. But 
what does this society offer a 
single parent? Poverty and 
pity. That’s the problem to hit! 
But your pamphlet shunts it to 
the last page and obscurity. 

It’s a nasty subject when 
some are trying to dictate that 
others cannot choose what is 
healthy for themselves — and 
certainly supporting another 
organism may be detrimental 
to one’s well being. The ques¬ 
tion is not pro- or anti- 
abortion; the question has to do 
with choice. And the issue is 
one of changing the focus from 
a society that commercializes 
sex with babies as a by-product 
to a society that plan* its 
future generation with mutual 
respect for females and males, 
children and adults.

Cry now for life of quality 


Since the distribution of the pamphlet What is a Baby 
Worth?, it has been interesting to observe the complete 
change of attack by the local pro-abortion (or pro-choice 
as they prefer to be called) movement. No longer do they 
refer to the fetus as a clump of cells, a blueprint, a blob of 
protoplasm or a biochemical process. To reduce the un¬ 
born child to this level in light of the scientific data 
published would be folly.

Of course this is an isolated incident (unfortunately 
Rich reasons for abortion are becoming increasingly com¬ 
mon). but It doe* show the ludicrous aspect of the un¬ 


wanted child theory. Did the unborn baby suddenly 
become less human because he was unwanted? Of course 
not. his status had changed only in the eyes of others 
Yesterday a planned, wanted human being — he was 
protected by our laws. Today an unwanted nuisance — he 
is exterminated 

It is interesting to note that Germany legalized abor¬ 
tion in 1927 on the grounds that the fetus was a parasite. 
The next step was to do away with any parasite such as 
the senile, the deformed, the retarded and eventually 
anyone who disagreed. The key to their strategy was to 
label the fetus then define the label. 

I can think of no better summary than this quotation 
from the November 1975 address of Cyril Smith, British 
Liberal MP for Rochdale. Lancashire. After naming the 
plight of the unborn child as the human rights issue of our 
century he said: 

“I can definitely say that I started life as an unplan¬ 
ned. unwanted pregnancy. But ps one of the “poor 
bastards’ who they would like to see nibbed out — nobody 
can fool me with the idea that by killing off illegitimate or 
supposedly unwanted children we are going to create a 
more loving attitude toward them. This is sheer humbug 
and the proabortionist* must know it.”

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U.S. court blocks convict unions 


WASHINGTON (AP) The 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled on 
Thursday that prisoners have 
no legal right to unionize be¬ 
cause prisoners surrender 
•ome of their constitutional 
rights when they go behind . 
bars. 

While the court s seven- 
member majority did not say 
specifically that prison of¬ 
ficials may prohibit unions, 
the decision gave state prison 
officials broad powers to keep 
such groups from all tradi¬ 
tional union functions—hold¬ 
ing meetings, soliciting for 
membership and mailing 
union literature from outside 
prison walls to prisoners.

LAS VEGAS (UPT) - Po- 
Hc# officer* in a helicopter 
have found a body believed to 
be that of a second security 
guard whose armored car was 
commandeered and robbed 
last month of $288,000, federal 
agents said. 

The body, belived to be that 
fft Cecil Newkirk, 53, of 
(Phoenix, Ariz., was discov¬ 
ered near Lake Mead, about 
100 yards from the spot where 
Newkirk’s fellow Purolator 
security guard, Russell 
Dempsey, 51, also of Phoenix, 
was found dead one week ago. 

Newkirk and Dempsey dis¬ 
appeared May 24 when their 
armored truck was comman¬ 
deered on a run from Phoenix 
to Prescott, Ariz. The truck 
was found near Phoenix the 
next day, minus its $288,000 
cargo. 

Authorities said they were 
running tests on both bodies 
to see if the victims had been 
drugged. The FBI said it had 
no suspects in the case. 

A boating enthusiast found 
the body of Dempsey, clad in 
his security guard uniform 
and a sack over his head and 
shoulders, floating in Lake 
Mead June 16. An autopsy 
showed he had drowned. 

Jack Keith, special agent In 
charge of the FBI office in 
Las Vegas, said the second 
body was being brought to 
r<a* Vegas for examination by 
the coroner, who had New¬ 
kirk’s fingerprints and dental 
charts. 

**Ws of course, will not 
know for sure until the com¬ 
parisons are made, but it 
would appear to be the body 
of the second Purolator secu¬ 
rity guard,” said Keith.

Tory tags political pets

Meet Jet Lag Jamieson. 

Then there is the rest of the 
rast — Pierre Trubent, Ed 
Trubroad and a host of "fat 
cabinet ministers.” 

Lump them all together in a 
short witty speech and you’ve 
got John Crosbie’s idea of 
what is wrong with the Liber¬ 
al government and why he 
thirties it has to be dumped in 
the next federal election. 

In what appeared like a ral¬ 
lying of the troops, the federal 
Tory energy critic told the 
Greater Victoria Progressive 
Conservative Women’s Associ¬ 
ation Friday that Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau was arrogant, 
autocratic, incompetent and 
guilty of deceitfully playing on 
Canadian unity to stay in of¬ 
fice. 

Crosble (PC-St. John’s 
West) said the Liberals were 
frightening rather than woo¬ 
ing Quebec residents with 
what he saw a lust for cen¬ 
tralization. Trudeau and 
Quebec Premier Rene Leves¬ 
que had been engaging in a 
•ham battle over unity, he 
■aid. while such national ills 
as unemployment went un¬ 
treated. 

He was particularly an¬ 
gered by the unemployment 
rate of 20 per cent in his na¬ 
tive Newfoundland. 

‘‘Any government that 
allows one in five to be unem¬ 
ployed should be driven out of 
office. We shouldn’t wait. We 
ahould be marching on Otta¬ 
wa now.” 

And there was a broad hint 
that Trudeau’s matrimonial 
problems shouldn’t be the 
grounds for a sympathy vote. 


Thatcher son 
switches 
to Tories 

REGINA (CP) — A Liberal 
member of the Saskatchewan 
legislature announced Friday 
ha will sit as a Progressive 
Conservative 

Colin Thatcher, son of the 
lata Liberal Premier Ross 
Thatcher, was the second Lib¬ 
eral in a year to move to the 
Conservatives and his switch 
tied the two opposition parties 
in tiie house at II seats each. 

Gary Lane, representing 
Qu’Appelle, switchedTast fall. 

Thatcher, member for 
Thunder Creek, has said he 
got into politics to defeat the 
New Democratic Party, and 
he does not feel the province 
can support two anti-socialist 
parties. 

He said Friday his major 
concern was the dominant po¬ 
sition federal Liberals have in 
provincial politics. 


"I don’t care If he runs as s 
swinging bachelor, or a 
swinging single parent, or 
swinging double parent, or 
whatever he runs as — he's 
got to be driven out.” 

His pet names for political 
foes came into play in a vari¬ 
ety of ways. 

Of External Affairs Min¬ 
ister Don Jamieson, he said: 

”1 call him Jet Lag Ja¬ 
mieson. The other day he flew- 
to St. John’s in a government 
jet (he estimated the cost at 
$4,000 to $5,000) just to 
present a cheque. Perhaps 
they don’t trust the post of¬ 
fice.” 

The Liberals and NDP were 
so similar in style now. he 
said that he was forced to 
refer to the leaders by such 
names as Pierre Trubent and 
Ed Trubroad. 

Crosbie also had two new 
versions of what the letters 
NDP stand for. 

Nationally he calls the NDP 
“the party of Nicely Decent 
Perceptions.” 

“In Saskatchewan I call 
them tiie let’s Nationalize the 
Damn Potash party.” 

The "fat” tag on cabinet 
ministers (there was no men¬ 
tion of the rotund Jamieson at 
this point) came .as he ex¬ 
plained that it was wise to 
nominate Conservative can¬ 
didates early for an election 
he felt might come in the fall. 

"There’s nothing that wor¬ 
ries a cabinet minister more 
— a big fat cabinet minister 
flying all over* the world in his 
jet — than to know there Is a 
candidate being nominated in 
his riding.” 

In a more serious vein, 
Crosbie said Trudeau and 
Levesque were staging “ar¬ 
tificial confrontations" and 
using the question of unity 
simply for political advan¬ 
tage. 


Trudeau was using the issue 
as a "security blanket” and 
he warned that “ir we all get 
sucking our thumbs -he thinks 
he’ll win.” 

“If Rene Levesque had’not 
existed he (Trudeau) would 
have invented him,” he said. 

Disturbed by what he sees 
as a bogus election issue, 
Crosbie told the women: ‘"Hie 
time has come for us to take 
the gloves off on this issue.” 

Claiming that the Liberal 
bilingualism program had 
meant nothing to unity, he 
said: 

“The people of Quebec are 
not concerned if they come to 
B.C. and you can’t speak 
French to them. It’s how 
they’re going to survive in 
Quebec that bothers them.” 

He said Quebecers are 
afraid of increased central¬ 
ization as they look to Ottawa 
and Hull and see the mam¬ 
moth construction of new gov¬ 
ernment buildings. 

“They look on Quebec as 
their homeland and as a na¬ 
tion in the sense of the people 
who live there. They don’t 
look to Trudeau. He is an ar¬ 
rogant man, an autocratic 
man interested only in politi¬ 
cal survival.” 

At another point he said: 
“I'm prepared to put up with 
somebody who’s a bit arro¬ 
gant, but when he’s arrogant 
and incompetent, it’s intolera¬ 
ble. He’s got to go.” 

Crosbie, who spent several 
days on the West Coast to 
study the problems of an oil 
tanker route, said during a 
subsequent interview he felt it 
would be better for the Alas¬ 
kan oil to be taken by tankers 
to Port Angeles, rather than 
Cherry Point, Wash. 

Because of the location of 
Port Angeles there would be 
less chance of damage in the 
event of a spill, he said. 


He believes there is no way 
of avoiding the use of tankers. 

“The only real alternative 
is that you don’t get the oil.” 

Crosbie said he was un¬ 
aware of a poll (taken by fed¬ 
eral Conservative Stanley 
Schumacher) which Indicated 
the party would lose seats in 
Alberta to the Liberals. The 
poll also indicated the Liber¬ 
als w'ould win Calgary. 

“I haven’t heard about it. 
But in politics, anything is 
passible,” Crosbie said. 

“The line I use about Alber¬ 
ta, though, is that in the next 
election Alberta will be de- 
Homered.” 

His forecast w as-for the de¬ 
feat of rebel Jack Homer who 
bolted the Tories to sit in the 
Liberal cabinet. 

In an Ottawa report earlier 
in the day, Crosbie said con¬ 
sumers would have to accept 
continued oil price increases. 

“We can’t shield ourselves 
forever,” he said. 

A day earlier, Energy Min¬ 
ister Alastair Gillespie an¬ 
nounced the price of gasoline 
would rise by 14 cents a gal¬ 
lon and heating oil by 12.4 
cents in four instalments dur¬ 
ing the next two years. 

Crosbie said he would only 
be concerned about prices if 
they brought the cost in Cana¬ 
da above U.S. levels. 



St. Jean Baptiste blues 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Or¬ 
ganizers are holding a post¬ 
mortem on the St. Jean Bap¬ 
tiste Day celebrations, billed 
as the biggest nationalist fes¬ 
tival in Quebec’s history, even 
before they are over. 

The inauguration Thursday 
night of the Fete de la St. 
Jean, a 300-year-old celebra¬ 
tion honoring the province’s 
patron saint but politicized 
this year into a “national holi¬ 
day” by the separatist gov¬ 
ernment of Premier Rene 


Levesque, had everything 
going for it except people. 

Thursday’s spectacular In¬ 
augural at the Olympic Stadi¬ 
um attracted only 30,000 peo¬ 
ple although all the tickets to 
the 70.000-seat showplace had 
been sold in advance. 

Organizers speculated that 
fear of possible violence in a 
c onfined space may have kept 
people away. 

There were no violent in¬ 
cidents. 

A Jarry Park festival 
Thursday night attracted a 


smaller-than-expected and 
lukewarm crowd of 20,000 
while in two other areas of 
the city — the cobbled streets 
of the old quarter and down¬ 
town’s Crescent Street —• the 
festivities were described as 
“boring” by participants. 

Only on St. Denis, a street 
lined with outdoor cafes habi¬ 
tually patronized almost ex¬ 
clusively by young French- 
speaking Quebecers, did the 
festival take root in its tradi¬ 
tional way.

Jury clears sex magazines 


OTTAWA (CP) — Sex¬ 
ually explicit magazines such 
as Penthouse and Gallery 
meet community standards of 
tolerance and ore not obs¬ 
cene, a County Court jury de¬ 
cided here today. 

The jury of seven women 
and five men acquitted Na¬ 
tional News Co. Ltd. and W.L. 
Burger, manager of the mag¬ 
azine distribution company, of 
possession and distribution of 
obscene material. 

The trial lasted four days 
and the jury studied the evi¬ 
dence for 11 hours before 
bringing in the not guilty ver¬ 
dict early Friday. 

“They’ve struck a blow for 
freedom of expression,” de¬ 
fence lawyer Arthur Cogan 
said after the decision. "It 
shows Canadian people are 
not as narrow-minded and im¬ 
mature as law enforcement 
officers would care to be¬ 
lieve.” 

Cogan said the verdict could 


have implications in obscenity 
cases in other parts of Cana¬ 
da. He also said that Ont¬ 
ario Attorney - General Roy 
McMurtry, who has ordered a 
crackdown on pornography, 
should “take a hard look at 
the direction he’s giving his 
law enforcement officers.” 

• Jury members studied 17 
magazines containing what 
one trial witness described as 
“page after page of genitals." 
The magazines contained 
scenes of persons being tied 
up, women kissing women 
and depictions of oral sex. 
The magazines include Pent¬ 
house, .Gallery, Oui, Elite, 
Genesis and* National Lam¬ 
poon. 

The jury members included 
a Senate secretary', a com¬ 
puter analyst, a farmer, a 
real estate salesman, a nurse 
and an assortment of civil 
servants. 

They interrupted their de¬ 
liberations late Thursday to 


ask Judge Kenneth Fogarty 
what undue meant in the con¬ 
text of “undue exploitation of 
sex.” 

Fogarty said it meant 
excessive emphasis on sex for 
“a base purpose, for no valid 
purpose, for no rhyme nor 
reason.” He also told jurors 
to disregard extremes in their 
own personal tastes. 

FogSrty told Burger that he 
had been through quite an or¬ 
deal and commended the 
magazine distributor for 
screening material before 
providing it to retail outlets. 

During the trial a physician 
and a psychiatrist told the 


jury that so-called soft-core 
pornography causes no harm 
to most readers and in some 
casesmight he beneficial.

Glen Malcolm Pratt, 22, for¬ 
merly of 3-1010 Balmoral, was 
dismissed in Victoria county 
court Friday after a trial for 
robbery with violence in a 
downtown hotel washroom. 

The accused/ man was al¬ 
leged to have taken a wallet 
and money from Gerhard 
Emy, a merchant seaman, 
using personal violence, to 
which he pleaded not guilty. 

Judge E. J. ~C. ^tewurt 
granted a defence motion by 
Malcolm Macaulay that the 
crown had produced no evi¬ 
dence of theft, or proof of 
ownership of money In¬ 
troduced as an exhibit, and 
noted that Emy had not 
been called as a witness. 

Two voir dire trials w’ere 
held during the course of the 
main trial to determine ad¬ 
missibility of statements 
made by the accused man to 
police. 

Stewart said the only evi¬ 
dence produced by the crown 
to indicate the identity of Emy 
was a copy of handwriting of 
the man’s name in a police¬ 
man’s notebook, which the 
constable testified Emy had 
made. 

“But that cannot be regard¬ 
ed as evidence of the fact that 
person was Gerhard Emy and 
therefore there is no evidence. 

I don’t like to see a case fall 
on grounds like this, but the 
crown chose not to call the 
most important witness who 
could have given evidence,” 
Stewart said. 

Macaulay called it a classic 
case of hearsay evidence 
which must be disallowed. 

Court was told Emy had 
been drinking and playing 
pool with several others in 
both the Century Inn and 
King’s Hotel the afternoon of 
June 18, 1976. 

Bartender-waitress Lucille 
, Allen noticed “a German fel¬ 
low” enter the Kings and sit 
by himself at some point in 
the afternoon. A man she 
knew as Marty Alphonse, ac¬ 
companied by a person she 
later identified as the accused 
man, entered the beverage 
room shortly afterward and 
sat at a table next to the Ger¬ 
man. 

Within a short time the two 
later arrivals had joined the 
German at his table and the 
German was buying beer for 
them, the waitress said. 

They stayed for two or 
three hours and about the 
time she took her 5 p.m. 
break, she recalled die Ger¬ 
man got up to go to the men’s 
washroom, situated next to 
the bar and close to a rear 
fire exit. 

The other two men followed 
him into the washroom a mo¬ 
ment later, and that was the 
last she saw of them that day. 

But she saw the German 
emerge with blood coming 
from his nose and his clothes 
dishevelled. He was ’’fairly 
excited,” Allen said, and 
spoke to her in German, 
which she did not understand 
except for the word “palioe. , ’ 

The man then left the side 
o r the room where Allen was 
serving and walked around 
other parts of the pub, she 
said. When he came back 20 
to 30 minutes later he had 
police with him. 

Herbert Woods, of 614 Es¬ 
quimau, told the court Al¬ 
phonse was his cousin and 
that he had been with him at 
the Century Inn earlier that 
day in company with the Ger¬ 
man and the accused man, 
whom he named. 


Pratt, Alphonse and the 
German left that pub and 
Woods stayed to play some 
more pool, he said. Alphonse 
returned a while later, spoke 
to Woods, then left again. 
Woods said Alphonse was then 
drunk. 

The next time he saw Al¬ 
phonse was in jail after a 
plainclothesman arrested 
Woods, he said. 

Constable Donald J. Bland, 
of Victoria police, said he was 
approached by a man bleed¬ 
ing from the nose about half a 
block up the street from the 
King’s. He had difficulty 
understanding what the man 
said because he spoke with a 
German accent, <xit he had 
the man write his name in his 
notebook, then took him back 
to the King’s. 

Bland said he arrested the 
accused man at the Glenshiei 
Hotel that evening and took 
him to the police station. He 
said he warned the accused 
man after charging him with 
robbery with violence, and the 
accused man made both an 
oral and written statement.

Japanese 
TV sets 
curtailed 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
U.S. President Carter has 
signed a proclamation limit¬ 
ing imports of Japanese color 
teleyision sets to 1.75 million 
a year, the White House said 
Friday. 

Japanese makers .had been 
expecting more than 2.5 mil¬ 
lion color sets annually to the 
United States, and the Ameri¬ 
can manufacturer Zenith 
complained that the imports 
were hurting the domestic in¬ 
dustry. 

After extensive talks, U.S. 
special trade negotiator Rob¬ 
ert Strauss signed an agree¬ 
ment May 20 with the Japa¬ 
nese limiting the exports.

Protectionism hurts Canada 


LONDON (GP) — The 
Economist, a well-regarded 
weekly magazine of opinion 
and analysis, says in an arti¬ 
cle headed Broaden Canada's 
Border that Canada should 
“give its resource-based in* 
dus tries their head and rely 
less on protectionism.” 

In the issue dated June 25. 
the magazine says Canada 
“hfes induced the Americans 
to stop applying strictly their 
Trading with the Enemy Act* 


to American subsidiaries in 
Canada. ...” 

“It has curbed the circula¬ 
tion in Canada of American 
magazines that do not have a 
substantial Canadian content 
but which pull in Canadian 
advertising, and it insists on 
having the last word cm plans 
to build a gas pipeline from 
Alaska across Canada.” 

There is,.however, the mag¬ 
azine says, “a big difference 
between such specific curbs 
and a logical plan fat' less Ca¬ 


nadian economic dependence 
on its southern neighbor.” 

The Foreign Investment Re¬ 
view Act, when it was passed 
four years ago. appeared to 
be a possible answer. 

“The act is now being used 
so loosely that it is not even a 
sluice gate, let alone a dike, 
to foreign investment.” 

* T>e article says the United 
States takes 50 per cent of its 
Canadian imports in 
processed and manufactured 


goods, while Europe takes 
only ID per cent and Japan “a 
miserly three per cent.” 

The fault, the magazine 
says, lies with Canada and 
not the trading partners. 

The country relies on high 
tariffs to insulate uncompeti¬ 
tive industries in Canada and 
has attracted the U.S. and 
other foreign investors by of¬ 
fering them a protected home 
market of 22 million con¬ 
sumers.”

Subsidy deadline nearing

Canadian shipbuilders, des¬ 
perate for orders to breathe 
life into their hard hit in¬ 
dustry, have received encour¬ 
agement but no immediate 
commitments from Industry 
Minister Jean Chretien. 

The shipbuilders are partio 
ularly worried about the fate 
of a temporary subsidy in¬ 
crease due to end Aug. 3L 
Chretien indicated to the Ca¬ 
nadian Shipbuilding and Ship 
Repair Association this week 
that a decision will be made 
in August on whether it will 
continue. $i 

Chretien raised the ship¬ 
building industry assistance 
subsidy in March to 20 per 
cent from 12 per cent of the 
cost of building a ship. That 
subsidy increase is to expire 
at the end of August. 

The builders are anxious for 
a quick decision because they 
say some orders depend on 
the amount of subsidy aid 
they can get.

The roll-on roll-off ship Al- 
lunga arrived at Esquimalt 
early Friday to undergo its 
annual drydocking.

Higher earnings seen 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Cal¬ 
vert Knudsen, president of 
MacMillan Bloedel Ltd., told 
an investment seminar Thurs¬ 
day that the company is aim¬ 
ing for an average annual in¬ 
crease of 15 per cent in per 
share earnings over the next 
five years, from a base of $2 
a share in 1977. 

“We estimate that the $2 
figure is the fundamental 
earning power of the company 
as it is now',” Knudsen told 
about 50 institutional inves¬ 
tors at the seminar sponsored 
by Pemberton Securities Ltd. 

The company’s sliort-range 
objectives in its capital 
spending are heavily oriented 
to productivity improvements, 
he said. The company’s abili¬ 
ty to expand production sig¬ 
nificantly in B.C. Is limited by 
the fact that it is using all of 
its allowable annual cut, and 
it cannot expect any major 
additional allocation of forest 
resources. 

"There could be some incre¬ 
mental expansion in liner- 
board, and in market pulp 
from our mill at Harmac on 
Vancouver Island. But I don’t 


see MB building a brand new 
pulp mill in B.C.,” he said. 

In Alabama, where Mac- 
Millan Bloedel has pine and 
hardwood resources, there is 
potential for expansion in all 
major product lines, Knudsen 
said. It also has 50,000 acres 
planted in pine in Brazil 
where it hopes to develop 
enough timber to support an 
integrated forest products 
operation. 

r rhe short-term market out¬ 
look is for deteriorating pulp 
prices. The brightest spot is 
North America, said Knudsen, 
but even here production ca¬ 
pacity is outstripping de¬ 
mand. 

“We will set lower pulp 
prices in the third and fourth 
quarters of this year, and we 
are facing some downtime at 
our Harmac pulp mill during 
the second half,” he added. 

Knudsen said that total 
labor costs in the U.S. 
northwest forest products in¬ 
dustry are about U per cent 
less than in B.C. The differen¬ 
tial between southern U.S. 
and Canadian costs is much 
greater. 


He said the U.S. northwest 
producers have signed a 
three-year contract with the 
International Woodworkers of 
America calling for a total 
increment over the contract 
period of about 38 per cent. 

“If we are going to make 
any pi-ogress In narrowing the 
labor cost gap between our¬ 


selves and our U.S. competi¬ 
tors, we will have to settle at 
sometiiing less than 65 cents 
an hour over a one-year 
period,- which will be within 
the anti-inflatiqn guidelines." 
he said. 

The B.C. forest industry is 
currently conducting contract 
negotiation with the IWA. 


Coal miners 
fly to work 


VANCOUVER (AP) — 
Okanagan Helicopters Ltd. of 
Vancouver will shortly sign a 
five-year contract to ferry 250 
workers a day into the Luscar 
coal mine in west-central Al¬ 
berta, President John Pitts 
told the company’s annual 
meeting Thursday. 

The service, believed the 
first of its kind, is expected to 
begin this summer and in¬ 
volves flying three shifts of 
workers 39 miles from Edson 
to Luscar. The mine is owned 
by Luscar Stereo Ltd., a sub¬ 
sidiary of Luscar Ltd., an Ed¬ 
monton-based, British-owned 


company. The coal is destined 
for Ontario Hydro. 

Pitt said the alternatives 
were building a new’ town site 
and highway over 50 miles of 
difficult terrain. He said while 
at first glance the helicopter 
service appears expensive, It 
will be economical when com¬ 
pared to the alternatives. 

The value of the contract to 
Okanagan was not disclosed. 

Okanagan will use a 28-pas¬ 
senger Sikorsky S-61 on the 
run. which will take about 20 
minutes. Company spokesman 
Fred Moore said surface 
transportation would take up 
to two and a half hours in 
winter.

MONTREAL (CP) - Tele¬ 
phones ring .throughout an 
eastend suburb and 400 resi¬ 
dents learn by way of a pre¬ 
recorded message that a nu¬ 
clear missile is heading for 
the Montreal area. 

The residents don special 
protective suits which will 
keep them safe from minimal 
amounts of nuclear contami¬ 
nation, and drive to the mu- 
nation, and drive to the mu¬ 
nicipal fallout shelter. 

There they are asked to 
produce a small metal iden¬ 
tity card proving they have 
paid for space inside. 

They remove the suits, 
enter the shelter and settle in 
for a 30-day period during 
which they hope they wilt be 
safe from the holocaust rag¬ 
ing outside* and the ensuing 
nuclear fallout.

HOPE (CP) — Ross Lake, 
the man-made reservoir that 
floods the Skagit Valley be¬ 
hind Washington state’s Ross 
Dam, is a dry and dusty wil¬ 
derness of old tree stumps 
this week as a winter of light 
snow-fall begins to take its toll 
on the water level. 

Hugh McIntosh, a spokes¬ 
man tor Seattle City Light, 
the utility that wants to raise 
the dam another 122 feet to 
enlarge the reservoir, says 
this year is the first time 
since the dam was completed 


in 1940 that the reservoir will 
not fill to full pool level. 

Ross Lake crosses the Can¬ 
ada-United States border 
about 25 miles southeast of 
this Fraser Valley communi¬ 
ty. The dam itself is 22 miles 
south of the border. 

The reservoir was 1.554 feet 
above sea level Wednesday, 
McIntosh said, 37 feet below 
the planned level for the date. 
Full pool level is 1,601.5 feet. 

American campei*s and fi¬ 
shermen visiting the parched 
reservoir say they’re not sure 
why Seattle City Light wants 
to raise the dam.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission has or¬ 
dered its staff to look into a 
possible ban on some baby 
rattles — especially those 
shaped like telephone re¬ 
ceivers — which have caused 
at least four infant deaths. 

The agency said in addition 
to the fatalities, at least 14 
voungsteis have had the rat¬ 
tles lodged in the throat. 

The deaths apparently oc¬ 
curred when the infants rolled 
over on the rattles or pushed 
them into the throat, causing 
suftocatior.. 

The last such incident oc¬ 
curred in 1975. Three of the 
four fatal cases involved rat¬ 
tles shaped like telephones, 
and the others implicated in 


accidents were in the form of 
barbells, hearts and clothes¬ 
pins. 

The Canadian government 
recently moved against such 
rattles and th$ commission 
staff has been studying the 
question for some time. 

Thursday the commis¬ 
sioners told their staff to give 
high priority to regulating rat¬ 
tles, an action which could 
lead to a ban on some specific 
products and safety standards 
tor others. 

The Toy Manufacturers of 
America told the commission 
earlier this year that manu- 
facturers voluntarily stopped 
shipping the rattles in ques¬ 
tion in 1976. after the deaths 
were reported.

Energy from waves sought 


Some Tibetan glaciers 
now ‘speeding along ’ 


EDINBURGH (CP) — Brit¬ 
ons have been trying lo ex¬ 
tract energy from the waves 
that beat on their shores and 
now two scientists have begun 
to collaborate to improve the 
efficiency of the process. 

Stephen Salter of University 
of Edinburgh has designed 
the Salter Duck which he 
claims works with better than 
80-per-cent efficiency. 

Dr. David Evans of the 
School of Mathematics at 
Bristol University hopes to 
Improve on this by going 
beyond the principle of the 
simple-up-and-down motion, 
aince that could never absorb 
all the power from the com¬ 
plex movement of waves. 

Dr. Evans has based his 
calculations on the use of a 
cylindrical body oscillating in 
three modes, rolling as well as 
up and down and from side to 
side. He has found that 100- 
per-cent efficiency is theoreti¬ 
cally possible.

To achieve maximum ef¬ 
ficiency, it has been found 
necessary to ‘‘tune” the size, 
amplitude and position of the 
cylinder. The idea here is to 
make the most energy avail¬ 
able to the power takeoff 
point instead of allowing the 
cylinder to waste energy makr 
ing waves of its own. 

The theory also shows It Is 
possible for a cylinder to be 
suspended in such a way that 
each wave will make it move 
in exactly the combination of 
7iiodes needed for total ab¬ 
sorption of the wave’s energy. 
In other words, it will move in 
complete sympathy with the 
w ave extracting power all the 
time. I 

Dr. Evans contends that by 
using a combination of ver¬ 
tical and horizontal linear 
springs and dampers in a sub¬ 
merged cylinder and tuning 
them to absorb all the ixiwer 


in a wave of given frequency, 
he could bring efficiency close 
to the theoretical 100 per cent. 

Dr. Evans checked his 
theory' experimentally with 
the help of the wave power 
project team headed by 
Salter. The team has devel¬ 
oped a test rig which simu¬ 
lates the surge, heave and 
pitch of a body on waves, and 
on this equipment the predic¬ 
tions were found to be accu¬ 
rate. 

Dr. Evans said he is sa¬ 
tisfied that the approach will 
work, but the mechanical

Ostler, who ordered a pre¬ 
sentence report in the case, 
urged Evans to find hobbies 
and friends. 

“It’s not good to be alone.” 
Ostler said. “It’s not good for 
any of us.” 

Besides the suspended sen¬ 
tence, Ostler placed Evans on 
a year’s probation, ordered 
him to stay at the Salvation* 
Army hostel unless otherwise

Attorney makes his deafness an asset

LOS ANGELES — Martin 
Liebert sites comfortably in 
his law office weaving one 
tale into another like a horn 
storyteller. 

However, unlike most story¬ 
tellers. Liebert has been deaf 
since childhood. 

Thriving on communication, 
the fledgling attorney has 
turned adversity into ac¬ 
complishment. 

He turned to law after a 
20-year business career with 
several of the nation’s largest 
corporations. 

"In my case, deafness has 
been my greatest asset,” 1.He¬ 
bert. 46. says. 

Liebert was only three when 
an outbreak of flu iu his New 
York neighborhood left him 
with a severe temperature 
and complications. 

He contracted pneumonia 
when an infected kidney liter¬ 
ally deteriorated to nothing 

The kidney infection wasn’t 
detected until liebert reached 
adulthood and his family 
thought he had passed 
through pneumonia with no 
permanent problems. 

Family and friends were 
sure his slurred speech and 
inattentiveness were linked to 
a speech impediment. 

Two ye?rs passed before 
liebert entered school and 
was given a number of exami¬ 
nations to determine the 
source of his communication 
problem. 

An audiometer examination 
showed the young boy could 
, only hear the lower cycles of 
the average human hearing 
range of 60 to 20,000 frequen¬ 
cies. 

This meant he could under¬ 
stand only vowels and would 
have to piece together conso¬ 
nants to comprehend words 
and sentences. 

Liebert was clinically clas¬ 
sified as 90 per cent deaf 

His widowed mother worked 
nights to pay for his educa¬ 
tional needs and pressured

him into attending Bronx 
High School of Science. 

The early years were often 
trumatio for Liebert as he at¬ 
tended speech clinics with 
marginal success. 

Things changed somewhat 
when he entered the Bronx 
school and,, simultaneously, 
the New York League for the 
Hard of Hearing. 

"I was beginning to realize 
how easy it is to give up in a 
hearing world when I entered 
the league and met the most 
dedicated grbup of therapists 
I’ve ever known,” he says. 

He was well on his way to 
academic achievement when 
he entered his teens and faced 
the new challenge of forming 
a social life. 

"Rather than try to com¬ 
pete. I developed other inter¬ 
ests like drawing, making 
models and writing poetry 
and stories,” Liebert ex¬ 
plains. 

"Writing was a tremendous 


outlet because T crtuld com¬ 
municate without a handicap. 

“And though I was at first 
scared stiff to open my 
mouth, the debates gave me 
another lesson. 

”1 learned that by prepar¬ 
ing and really believing in 
what I said people would lis¬ 
ten .. . even if I couldn't 
speak well.” 

During the debates, Liebert 
was allowed one rule change. 

“I was always permitted to 
sit in the audience so 1 could 
lip-read the other debaters,” 
he explains. 

He eventually became edi¬ 
tor of the paper and captain 
of the championship debating 
team. 

He was fast becoming ac¬ 
ceptable to himself and his 
peers. 

Embarrassed to dance tje- 
cause he couldn’t hear the 
musio. he found it equally im¬ 
possible to talk with giHs at a 
dance. 

’’The sound drowned out 
their voices and I was always 
too nervous to lip-read," he 
says. 

Nevertheless, he met his 
wife. Caro], at a dance in Oc¬ 
tober. 1956. 

“But because my voice 
makes many think I’m a for¬ 
eigner, she asked if I was 
German . . . and 1 thought she 
asked if I was human.” 

Despite the shaky begin¬ 


ning, the couple married the 
following summer. 

Uairej the business ethics of 
his banker uncle, M. Lester 
M e n d e 1 1 , Liebert quickly 
scaled the executive ladder 
with such corporations as 
Xerox and IBM. 

He worked in computer de¬ 
velopment. a program for the 
nation's early-warning missile 
system and in various person¬ 


nel-management jobs. 

Still, he wasn’t satisfied. 

So five years ago. his wife 
convinced him to enroll in law 
school and pursue his Interest 
in the "lack of justice on the 
social and corporate levels.” 

In rJune, 1974. the honor 
graduate from City College of 
New York graduated from the 
South Bay (Los Angeles» Uni¬ 
versity College of I^w at the 


top of bis class.

liberal leader Cinrdon Gib¬ 
son tabled a private 
member’s bill in the Legisla¬ 
ture Thursday which he said 
would ” provide the public 
w ith an orderly access to gov¬ 
ernment information.’’ 

Gibson said that without in¬ 


formation “the public has no 
power at all to keep a govern¬ 
ment in check. 

“Under the way the system 
is currently operated, we 
have nothing more than an 
elected dictatorship,’’ Gibson 
said. “You can't call it a de¬ 


mocracy if the public can't 
get basic information.” 

He said his access to Infor¬ 
mation Act may also be cited 
as the “open door in govern¬ 
ment act.” 

A private member’s bill 
rarely becomes law. 


Gibson said his proposed 
legislation would cover all 
government information, ex¬ 
cept items prohibited for a 
specific reason — such as 
confidentiality of personal 
medical records. 


The Liberal leader said the 
Social Credit government vas 
carrying government secret y 
to ridiculous extremes. He 
said the finance ministry had 
refused to tell him the 
number of public service em¬ 
ployees in the province.

vote to strike 



EDMONTON (CP> -- Fifty- 
nine Alberta hospitals are 
faced with the prospect of an- 
urses’ strike July 4. following 
release of strike vote results 
Friday. 

Official notification of which 
institutions would be hit by a 
strike would be given to hos¬ 
pitals Monday morning, said 
Bob Donahue of the Alberta 
Association of Registered 
Nurses collective bargaining 
division. 

Tht nurses were emphatic 
in their strike vote, with 2,511 
nurses in 66 hospitals, nursing 
homes and auxiliary hospitals 
voting in favor. Only 497 
voted against strike action. 

Donahue said the nurses 
would honor their commit¬ 
ment to give institutions 
seven days warning of a 
strike. 

But E. L. Rheault. em¬ 
ployee relations director of 


the Alberta Hospital Associa¬ 
tion, said he hoped a meeting 
between AHA officials and 
Donahue Monday could get 
the two sides back to the bar¬ 
gaining table. 

The nurses have said thty 
are the lowest paid In West¬ 
ern' Canada and have asked 
for a wage increase that 
ranges from 36 per cent to 74 
per cent plus shorter hours 
and extra benefits, Rheault 
told a news conference. 

“But our nurses are not 
now, nor have they ever been, 
the lowest paid in Western 
Canada,” he said. 

According to 1976 figures, 
an Alberta nurse starts at 
$972 a month, rising to $1,161 
after six years. Manitoba s 
rates are the same, he said, 
while nurses in Saskatchewan 
start $3 higher, at $975. 

In B.C., nurse* start at 
$1,122 and climb to $1,326 
after six years.

Officials probe Ashcroft fire 


Barbara Wallace (NDP— 
Cowichan-Malahat) told Agri¬ 
culture Minister James He¬ 
witt Friday that the govern¬ 
ment’s offhand approach “to¬ 
wards our third resource in¬ 
dustry (agriculture) is noth¬ 
ing short of shameful. 

She said there was no w ay 
the government, or the urban 
people of B.C., could divorce 
themselves from B.C. farm¬ 
ers. * 

“They are struggling to 


maintain their ability to pro¬ 
duce food,” she said. “And if 
that struggle is unsuccessful 
— if the boat sinks — then it 
doesn’t matter if you’re tra¬ 
velling first class or steerage, 
we all go down together,” 
"Mrs. Wallace said during de¬ 
bate on Hewitt’s estimates. 

Mrs. Wallace blamed mul¬ 
tinational companies for most 
of the problems. She said that 
over the years more and 
more food was being brought 
into Canada while home farm- 


Gun-toting 

pair jailed 
year apiece 


Two men convicted earlier 
of illegally possessing a 
sawed-off shotgun were each 
sentenced to a year in prison 
Friday in Victoria county 
court. 

Ossie, William Barnes, 28, 
and Patrick Norman Witter, 
20, both formerly of 252 Gorge 
Road East, had been acquit¬ 
ted before Judge E. J. C. 
Stewart of conspiracy to com¬ 
mit armed robbery at Cop- 
pens Jewellers dn Shelboume 
plaza Marfch 15. They were 
also acquitted of attempting 
an armed robbery there. 

Stewart took a serious view 
of the remaining charge be¬ 
cause, he said, “these two 
men are very fortunate in¬ 
deed they are not facing a 
charge of armed robbery,” 
for which, he said, they would 
have received four to six 
years in jail. 

David Wilson, counsel for 
Barnes, said since no harm 
had been done the offence 
rated at the lower end of 
seriousness, and described the 
accused men as "a couple of 
bunglers” putting on a “show 
of bravado” between them¬ 
selves. 

He said they took Dutch 
courage after a night of drink¬ 
ing: "You can almost see it, 
asking each other ‘what shall 
we do? Let’s make a 
score . . . / each waiting for 
the other to go through with 
it.” 

He described them as two 
followers without a leader, li¬ 
kening them to two boys brag¬ 
ging to each other in the 
schoolyard about whose dad 
could beat whom. 

“They were hopelessly in¬ 
competent,” Wilson said. 

He also said his client suf¬ 
fered severe headaches that 
caused him to depart from 
normal behavior, and was 
scheduled to see a neuro¬ 
surgeon June 30. 

Michael Hutchison, appear¬ 
ing for Witter, concurred with 
Wilson’s description of “inept 
activities, at times bizarre sit¬ 
uation leading up to the arrest 
of these two accused.” 

He said the weapon was at 
no time produced and the two 
abandoned their scheme be¬ 
fore police arrived at the 
•hopping centre. 

Rehabilitation of the ac¬ 
cused men, who had “done 
hard time" for three months 
in jail awaiting trial, was the 
only real protection for the 
public, counsel said. 

“It is no protection to the 
community to put Patrick 
Witter in an institu¬ 
tion . . . given the nature of 
those institutions it is a real 
threat to the community,” 
Hutchison said. 

Crown counsel Peter Birkett 
•aid both should be treated 
equally, that their intention 
was clear, and but for the ar¬ 
rival of police there could 


have been the more serious 
charge of armed robbery. 

He cited ^statistic® for rob¬ 
beries and attempted rob¬ 
beries ih Victoria from Jan. 
1-April 30 of this year — a 
total of Id compared with 45- 
in the same period a y?ar 
ago, those involving guns ris¬ 
ing from 11 to 30. 

Stewart said he could pic¬ 
ture the scene of two masked, 
hooded men poised outside the 
jewelry store, a liquor store, 
a bank, "or even Mac’s Con¬ 
venience Store” across the 
street. They were “armed 
with a very lethal weapon, a 
sawed-off shotgun.” 

To Vhe suggestion that they 
had abandoned their scheme 
before police arrived, the 
judge said: <‘I would be naive 
indeed to accept that state¬ 
ment.” and barring any mi¬ 
tigating factor, the offence 
would bear a sentence of two 
or three years. 

He agreed the time in cus¬ 
tody before trial was equal to 
about six months in jail after 
conviction, and consequently 
set the term at one year.

Craig said the fire started 
about 10:30 pm. in a storage 
shed on Railway Street and, 
aided by 25-mi le-an-hour 
winds, spread rapidly to other 
buildings along the block, 
some up to 90 years old N 

Craig said he was not sure 
what the building* were 
worth, but estimated the dam¬ 


age to be between $250,000 
and $500,000. 

About 30 volunteer firemen 
from this community and 
Cache Creek battled the blaze 
'and had it under eoyptrol by 3 
a.m. 

Craig said the firemen were 
hampered by an inadequate 
water system and “we’re a 
little bit short on water also.” 

"We can’t get enough water 
out of the mains to supply the 
trucks,” he said. v ‘It’s a little 
bit inadequate, put it that way 
I guess.” 

Council last week called for 
tenders to imprdve the down¬ 
town water system. 

Firemen used a forestry 
pumper truck to bring w'ater 
from the Thompson River, 
1,200 teet away. Craig said 


the> asked for an aerial wa- 
terdrop on the fire, but it 
couldn’t be done because of 
tile darkness. 

The storage shed, a cafe, a 
motorcycle shop, a dress 
store, a Jewelry-store, a boot 
and saddle store, a second¬ 
hand store, a drug store, a 
union office and three houses 
were damaged or destroyed. 

The motorcycle shop was 
originally a stagecoach house 
built in 1890. 

The drug store was the 
only one .in Ashcroft and 
Mayor Mike Yew chin called 
its loss a heavy blow to the 
community. 

Three dwellings above the 
stores were destroyed, but 
Craig said only one was oc¬ 
cupied when the fire broke 


out and there were no inju¬ 
ries. The Red Cross found ac¬ 
commodation in Ashcroft for 
those wiio lost their homes. 

One firefighter claimed 
arson was the cause of the 


fire but Craig said he didn’t 
want to speculate. 

Yewchin blamed the con¬ 
dition of the buildings and 
their age for the tire’s quick 
start.

Hard-core juvenile offenders won’t be con¬ 
tained for two-year stretches at the Cook Street 
detention home, Attorney-General Garde Gardom 
said Friday. 

Helen Beimes, 
Gardom said the Victoria centre would have facili¬ 
ties for holding up to 10 hard-core young offenders, 
but would “seldom be used to that capacity.”

Gardom assured Mrs. Beimes that was his 
ministry’s intention to transfer the youths within 
“the shortest-possible time after disposition.” 

Mrs. Beirnes stated earlier that if the govern¬ 
ment tried to turn the Victoria centre into a young 
offenders’ jail, she would press for eviction of the 
government from the building which is owned by 
the four core municipalities. 

Mrs. Beimes wasn’t available for comment on 
Gar clam’s letter.

Municipal Affairs and Hous¬ 
ing Minister Hugh Curtis 
slammed the door Friday on

Although the amendments 
ending use of the loqphole re¬ 
ceived only first reading in 
the L e g i s 1 a t^u r e , Curtis 
stressed that the new rules 
would be “retroactive until 
today, however long it takes 
to get them through to royal 
assent.” 

“From the date of the ta¬ 
bling of this bill no strata sub¬ 
division of land (support 
atructifbe strata plans) re¬ 
gardless of the number of lots 
to be created, can be regis¬ 
tered in the Land Registry of¬ 
fices unless approved by the 
approving officer as defined 
in the Land Registry Act,” 
Curtis said. 

He said, “This is the day it 
comes into effect to end the 
use, and I’m tempted to say 
abuse, of the act as it was.” 

Curtis said he couldn’t guar¬ 
antee what would happen in 
the case of support structure 
strata plans that had already 
been approved. 

Use of the loophole enabling 
developers to ignore commu¬ 
nity plans, minimum lot sizes 
and other local regulations 
started in the Cariboo, then 
spread to the Okanagan, the 
south central coast and even¬ 
tually Central Saanich

UVic new-dorm future cloudy 

Loan rate hike ‘to push costs beyond students 9 reach 9 


Rising interest rates have 
clouded the future of new dor¬ 
mitories at the University of 
Victoria. 

UVic president Dr. Howard 
Petch told the university 
board of governors on Friday 
that the interest rates which 


t^e central Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. is offering for 
new dormitories would push 
the cost of accommodation 
beyond w'hat students could 
afford. 

The university was hoping 
to borrow the necessary 
money — about $3 million — 
from CMHC at eight per cent, 
the rate for low-income 
groups. Petch said. If not, dt 
would have to borrow money 
at CMHC’s standard rate of 
nine and three-eighths per 
cent interest. 

New dormitories are a high 
priority for the university, be¬ 
cause about 55 per cent of its 
students come from outside 
the Greater Victoria area, but 
on-campus accommodation is 
available to only about ID per 
cint. 

It was only through special 
representations 'to the federal 
government this winter, with 
backing from the provincial 
government, that the universi¬ 
ty managed to get CMHC to 
give student housing a high 
priority for mortgage money. 

The Interest rate is an im¬ 
portant consideration, be¬ 
cause the university’s policy 
is to set residence fees at a 
level which will cover capital 
and maintenance costs. 

High construction costs 
have already forced the uni¬ 
versity to plan wood-frame 
dormitories instead of the 
reinforced concrete dormitor¬ 
ies which they now have, 
Petch said. 

“We got the cost down to 
where, at eight per cent inter¬ 
est, students could manage 
the residence fee®.’’ 

But the local office of 
CMHC, which referred the 
matter to its regional office, 
said the university w-ould not 
only have to pay the standard 
rale, but that the rate had 
gone up to nine and seven- 
eighths pen cent. 

“That will put the dormitor- 
,ies beyond the reach of our 
students,” Petch 'told the 
board. 

“We are at the point of di¬ 
minishing returns on the dor¬ 
mitories already. If we lower 
the building costs further, 
maintenance costa will go up 


to the point where they would 
offset the savings.” 

The other possibilities were 
for the university to subsidize 
the student housing, which 
would require permission 
from the Universities Council 
of B.C., or to appeal to Otta¬ 
wa for lower interest rates, 
Petch said. 


He said local CMHC of¬ 
ficials had been very helpful 
to the university in planning 
the dormitories, but that they 
were bound by CMHC’s lend¬ 
ing regulations. 

The board authorized Petch 
to'negotiate with the federal 
government for a lower inter¬ 
est rate. 


Bus-pass chop 
under appeal 
by university 


Cancellation of an innova¬ 
tive bus pass system for Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria students is 
being pppealed by the univer¬ 
sity. 

Administration dean Trevor 
Matthews told the university’s 
Board of Governors Friday 
that the university was asking 
B.C. Hydro to reconsider its 
recent decision to cancel the 
bus pass program. 

"It has a joint effort 
between the administration, 
the AJma Matter Society, and 
B.C Hydro, and we think it 
was very successful. We are 
disappointed at the response 
we have received from B.C. 
Hydro.’’ 

The program enabled a stu¬ 
dent to buy a pass to ride on 
the buses for 330 for the fall 
session. The fee was raised to 
336 for the spring session. 

During the first term 964 
students, nearly 20 per cent of 
the full-time enrolment at the 
university, took part in the 
program.- During the second 
session, 800 bought passes. 
Matthews said the reduction 
was probably due to lower 
enrolment in the second term, 
and the price increase. 

“B.C. Hydro rejected it be¬ 
cause they felt there was in¬ 
sufficient support for it, but 


we felt there was enough sup¬ 
port,” Matthews said. “I real¬ 
ly feel it is vital that we get it 

back.” 

The Society administered 
the program and paid for pro¬ 
duction of the passes, and the 
university contributed a sub¬ 
sidy for each pass, “while 
B.C. Hydro was only required 
to accept the passes as valid 
and receive a single lump 
sum, said Alma Mater Society 
president Brian Gardiner. 

While saying on .the one 
hand that the program did not 
attract, sufficient patronage to 
carry on, Gardiner comment¬ 
ed, B.C. Hydro also said that 
the program’s success would 
lead to similar requests from 
other institutions. 

“This issue concerns more 
than just students. If B.C. 
Hydro continues to discourage 
innovations in the area of 
public transit, people are 
going to remain with or re¬ 
turn to driving their cars,” 
Gardiner said in a letter. 

Clayton Shold, a student 
representative on the board of 
governors, said he would com¬ 
pile statistics on the program 
and ask the board at its July 
meeting /to support the stu¬ 
dents in their request to have 
the program continued next 
year.

Greater Victoria was mov¬ 
ing.on two fronts Friday in an 
effort to breathe life into an 
ailing economy. 

The Victoria Labor Council 
sought a meeting with Quadra 
Steel Ltd. president Jack Har¬ 
rison in the hope that it might 
persuade him to abandon his 
plans to close the company’s 
Esquimalt operation. 

And the economic develop¬ 
ment committee held its final 
meeting before disbanding to 
make way for a full-time body 
that will create a new office 
far an economic development 
commissioner. 

The commissioner will be 
hired and the office set up 
with the 363,000 the committee 
has been promised for this 
year by the province and four 
core area municipalities. 

Those who got the program 
under way are banking their 
hopes on financial help next 
year from the Capital Region. 

Meanwhile, the labor coun¬ 
cil went ahead with its plans 
even though there were hints 
that something else might 
happen to eaBe the pain if 
Quadra Steel pulls out. 

Sources said that Yarrows 
shipyards might open a ma¬ 
chine shop in the Quadra Steel 
building once the other com¬ 
pany vacates the premises. 
This could not be confirmed 
Friday night. 

“Yarrows and Quadra Steel 
have the same owners and 
I’m told Yarrows will put. a 
machine shop in the build¬ 
ing,” a highly-placed source 
said. "If that happens, it will 
probably create more jobs 
than those lost by the depar¬ 
ture of Quadra.” 

Yarrows has been hit by un¬ 
employment running as high 
as 70 per cent, but a refit job 
on a supply ship is under way 
and is expected to provide 
work for about 275 men. 

However, it will do little for 
the plight of the boilermakers’ 
union, by far the largest union 
at Yarrows. Most of the work 
will involve painting and 
scraping. 

The boilermakers’ Victoria 
local has a 36 per cent unem¬ 
ployment rate. Business agent 
Neil Hindle says another 10 
per cent have gone to Alberta 
in search of jobs. 

Hindle approached the 
Quadra Steel president on his 
own before the labor council 
moved into the picture. 

Although there are only 35 
employees at the company’s 
Esquimalt plant, tjiree unions 
are involved — the boiler¬ 
makers, Office and Technical 
Employees Union and the 
operating engineers. 

On behalf of those unions, 
the labor council has wire’ 
Harrison asking him to delay 
plans for a shutdown until its 
representatives have a chance 
to meet with him. 

The council has also asked 
the core area mayors to take 
similar action and has sought 
support from Economic Dev¬ 
elopment Minister Donald 
Phillips. 


In its approach to Phillips, 
the council has written: “We 
can ill afford to lose another 
payroll in this city." * 

Continuing erosion of the 
Greater Victoria industiial 
base prompted the action by 
labor, as well as giving birth 
to the economic development 
committee. 

Quadra Steel’s reason for 
folding serves as a symptom 
of the area’s economic ills. 
The company has said it in¬ 
tends to close within three 
months because other manu¬ 
facturing companies are leav¬ 
ing tile city and reducing the 
market for steel products. 

The economic development 
committee, which held Its 
final meeting in the office of 
Scott Wallace (PC-Oak Bay) 
will be replaced by a new so¬ 
ciety that will have directors 
from the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Victoria Information 
Centre, the arts community, 
labor, the Victoria Construc¬ 
tion Association and munici¬ 
pal gover nm e n t.

Major league baseball is of¬ 
fering something special this 
weekend in the way of attrac¬ 
tion. and there was Friday 
night assurance of fan appre¬ 
ciation. 

The top two dubs in throe 
of the four divisions started 
weekend series Friday, and 
the throe games attracted 
128,261 fans. 

Biggest crowds were in New 
York. where 54.940 fans 
jammed Yankee Stadium to 
watch the Yankees and Bos¬ 
ton Red Sox have another go 
at each other, and in Cincin¬ 
nati, where a sellout 51,864 
fans came to Riverfront Stadi¬ 
um in the hope that the Reds 
could do something about the 
big lead held by Los Angeles 
Dodge rs. 

Tilings weren’t quite as 
jammed in Chicago, but the 
crowd of 21,457 which came to 
watch the White Sox take on 
Minnesota Twins is consid¬ 
ered excellent attendance at 
Gomiskey Park. 

Only in New York did the 
home team respond with vic¬ 
tory. There, the Yankees 
pulled out a spectacular 6-5 
decision which pulled them 
within four games of top spot 
in the American League East. 

But it was just as close in 
Cincinnati, where the Dodgers 
wormed out a 3-2 verdict, and 
Chicago, where the Twins 
barely made it. 7-6. 

The Red Sox, who set still 
another major league home 
run record by driving three 
balls into the stands to make 
it 33 four-basers in their last 
10 games, were within one out 
of opening up a six-game 
lead. And they had ace- 
reliever Bill Campbell ap¬ 


parently set to mop up the 
Yankees. 

But Willie Randolph, who 
had previously doubled and 
scored, kept the Yankees 
alive with a triple and veter¬ 
an Floy White followed with a 
first-pitch home run to send 
the game into extra innings. 

Reg Jackson, a versatile 
newsmaker who hadn’t been 
in the starting lineup because 
the Red Sox started left 
hander Bill Lee. then broke it 
up in the Uth inning with a 
first-pitch single which plated 
Craig Nettles. 

Nettles had drawn a base 
on balls, and when Ramon 
Hernandez put him on second 
base with a balk, the Red Sox 
issued an intentional base on 
balls to Mickey Rivers. Jack- 
son, who stayed in the lineup 
after pinch-hitting in the ninth 
inning, lined the winning hit 
into the right-field corner. 

In Cincinnati, the Dodgers 
got a big psychological lift as 
well as a nine -and-a-half 
'ame lend in the National 
League East by defeating 
Tom Seaver. 

Seaver. now with a 2-9 ca¬ 
reer record in Riverfront Sta¬ 
dium, allow'ed seven hits, 
struck out four and walked 
two in the eight innings he 
pitched. The Reds got 10 hits 
off route-going Tommy John 
but four double plays held 
their scoring to the two runs 
produced by Joe Morgan’s se¬ 
venth-inning home run.

oul a sixth-innjng rally and 
allowed only one run the rest 
of the way. 

Meanwhile, Chicagp Cubs, a 
club which rates up there in 
the amazing class with the 
White Sox and Twins, length¬ 
ened out again in the National 
League East. 

Rick Reuachel, who lasted 
until two were out in the sixth 
inning and got credit for a 
win that gave him a 10-2 log 
tor the season, and Willie 
Hernandez combined to pitch 
the Cubs to a 5-0 six-hit shut¬ 
out of the New York Mets.

WASHINGTON (UPU 
■ Race track and horse breed¬ 
ing associations clashed with 
off-track betting supporters 
Friday ovei n bill that wx>uld 
prohioit betting at state- 
operated gambling facilities 
on races run in other states. 

National and slate race 
track association represent- 
a t i v e s and thoroughbred 
breeders, who have long sup¬ 
ported the measure, warned 
that interstate betting at off¬ 
track belting facilities would 
dry up track attendance and 
destroy a multi-billion dollar 
industry. 

Off-track betting officials 
argued that the bill would cut 
Into needed government reve¬ 
nue raised through off-track 
befting and make the federal 
government a regulator of the 
racing inaustry. 

At present the only off-track 
betting on hoise races in the 
country is in New York and 
Connecticut. 

In testimony before the sen¬ 
ate commerce committee, 
Mrs Lennart Ftingquist, pres¬ 
ident of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Associ¬ 
ation. said that without Ihe 
bill the S13 billion racing in-, 
dustry can be destroyed. 

“If off-track betting on 
horse races is allowed to 
spread across state lines.” 
Mrs. Rjngquist said, "not only 
can persons jn Connecticut — 
where currently there is no 
horse racing bet on horse 
races run in New York, but 
persons in Pennsylvania, and 
Ohio, and Indiana, and Dfi- 
nois, and all across the na¬ 
tion, also can place wagers on 
horse races run in New 
York.” 

“This would lead.’’ she said, 
“to heavy wagering at the 
biggest tracks while the 
smaller tracks would soon 
close for want erf patronage.” 

Former Sen. Thruston Mor¬ 
ton. Dresident of the Ameri¬ 
can Horse Council and chair¬ 
man of the board of Churchill 
Downs, warned that if inter¬ 
state wagering proliferate* 


not' only would the industry 
contract to a mere fraction of 
its present size, but the jobs 
and revenue which the race 
tracks provide to over 31) 
states would be lost. 

However, John Dailey, New 
York’s director of Off-Track 
Betting, said the prime jus¬ 
tification for pari-mutuel bet¬ 
ting on horse races is to raise 
a reasonable revenue for the 
stales and that without pari¬ 
mutuel befting the racing in¬ 
dustry would not exist. 

“Federal prohibition of off¬ 
track betting on out-of-state 
races could well stop, if not 


destroy, the single most dra¬ 
matic development in the 
growth of ,all horse racing, the 
ability of the general public to 
participate (for the public 
good' in wagering on high 
quality, nationally recognized 
horses and races.” Dailey 
said 

A statement submitted by 
ihe National Association of 
Off-'l rack Betting noted that a 
report by the national gam¬ 
bling commission said the hill 
would he an unwarranted in¬ 
trusion by Ihe federal govern¬ 
ment into an area of regula¬ 
tion belter left to the states.

CHICAGO (CP). - Barring 
some unforeseen difficulties, 
it appears the National Hock¬ 
ey League wjU swell Its ranks 
for the 1977-78 season by at 
least six clubs from the World 
Hockey Association. 

“The NHL board of gover¬ 
nors this morning approved a 
resolution authorizing the 
fact-finding committee to pur¬ 
sue negotiations with the 
WHA seeking to lead to an ex¬ 
pansion of the National Hock¬ 
ey League this coming season 
by not less than six teams.” 
John A. Ziegler. Jr., presi¬ 
dent-elect of the NHL, an¬ 
nounced Friday. 

“The proposal would be to 
have those teams play in their 
own division for this coming 
season and on some form of 
integration over a period of 
the following two years. 

44 We have no further de¬ 
tails. We have not met with 
the WHA to find out if this 
sort of program would be sat¬ 
isfactory. The committee has 
been given the authorization 
to proceed on that course.” 

The go-ahead was given de¬ 
spite me fact the league has 
not completed arrangements 
with the NHL Players’ Associ¬ 
ation on a new collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement. 

“We have agreed to con¬ 
tinue those negotiations after 
we have a bit more definition 
on w’here we stand with resp¬ 
ect to the attitufls Of the 
WHA.” 

Quebec, New- England, Cin¬ 
cinnati and Edmonton are 
rated as definitely interested 
in joining the NHL with Win¬ 
nipeg and Houston likely. Bir¬ 
mingham is another possibili¬ 
ty- 

The owners and players will 
meet again in Toronto on July 
13 with the two groups meet¬ 
ing separately in the morning 
before getting together for an 
afternoon session. 


‘‘The position of the players 
has been clear from our meet¬ 
ings in Bermuda.” said Alan 
Eagleson, executive director 
of the NHLPA. 

“Upon reasonable condi¬ 
tion? applying to adjustment 
in the compensation of equali¬ 
zation clause, we were in 
favor of an expansion, merger 
or accommodation. The 
owners and the players have 
gone through some of the con¬ 
cepts that vve would consider 
necessary before w T e would 
consent to any such merger. 

“From the collective bar¬ 
gaining point of view, the 
owners aie taking a position, 
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which they are justified in 
taking, that they are not look¬ 
ing at a merger with the WHA 
but rather an expansion. 

“That gets into some tech¬ 
nical labor law and anti-trust 
law problems that we require 
time to study with our counsel 
in the States. \$e have agreed 
to meet with the owners on 
July 13 in Toronto. Hopefully 
by the 14th we will be in a 
position to finalize all of these 
aspects.” 

The NHL owners, by virtue 
of their constitution, need 
unanimity in order to change 
any aspects of the collective 
•bargaining agreement. 

Jack Kent Cooke, owner of 
Los Angeles Kings, was fin¬ 
gered Thursday as the man 
responsible for delaying any 
agreement on a new pact. 

“Whether they can resolve 
that problem by the 13th re¬ 
mains to be seen,” said Eag¬ 


leson. “If they can’t resolve 
it, I have indicated to the 
owners that we are not in a 
position to simply accept this 
constructive merger with the 
WHA unless certain conces¬ 
sions are granted to the 
players’ association as far as 
player mobility is concerned. 

“From our discussions in 
the past two days, it is con¬ 
ceivable those problems could 
be solved before we meet 
again.” 

Under the proposal to the 
WHA clubs, they will play a 
balanced 80-game schedule 
among themselves and four 
clubs from their division will 
likely qualify for the playoffs. 

They will play some exhibi¬ 
tion games against the es¬ 
tablished NHL clubs and in 
1978-79, they will likely be 
able to participate in some 
form of interlocking schedule. 

“Presumably after a three- 
year period, there would be a 
complete integration of all 
teams,” Eagleson said and 
Ziegler added there would be 
a major realignment of the 
NHL after the three-year 
period but what form it would 
take was unknown.

The distribution of money 
gained from the expansion 
will be decided by the players 
and the owners, he said. 

“The concept that we are 
operating on is that we would 
seek to use that fond to clean 
up the obligations that may 
be existing within and outside 
the National Hockey League 
that affect the National Hock¬ 
ey League,” Ziegler ex¬ 
plained. 

“This may be hoping to cor¬ 
rect some mistakes with the 
amateur hockey bodies.”

Watson had one of the three 
rounds in the 60s during the 
day, a 69. and North a 70. 
Along with 23-year-old Phil 
Hancock, making his first of¬ 
ficial tour start, tthey were 
the only players to better par 
of 72 on each ctf the first two 
rounds. 

Hancock fired a 7D, which 
combined with his first round 
71 put him in fourth place 
with 14a.

Then he gives this* warning 
"The judgment you arc pass¬ 
ing on others eventually snap? 
Inn k in ycur lace, causing 
some damage." 

These statements Irom a 
distinguished modern novel 
reflect the significant insight 
of Jesus on such things 


"Pass n-> judgment, and you 
will not be judged. For as you 
judge others, so you will your¬ 
selves be .judged, and whatev¬ 
er measure you deal out to 
others will he dealt back to 
you” (Matthew 7:1,2). New 
English Bible, i 
Yes. the measure we deal 
• •ut to others is otten dealt 
back to us. Much of our criti¬ 
cism of others is simply a 
eoverup for our own failures 
and weaknesses and unack¬ 
nowledged fears. Censorious

son doing the judging as 
about the person being 
judged. Studies of gossip have 
shown that malicious gossip 
generally reveals more about 
the persons doing- the gossip¬ 
ing than about the persons 
being gossipped about. 

A British psychiatrist, Dr. 
J. A. Hadfield, put the matter 
in this way in one of his 
books: "In judging others we 
trumpet abroad our secrei 
faults. We personalize our 
unrecognized failings, and 
hate in others the very faults 
to which we are secretly ady 
dieted. Like the lark fluttering 
with agitation over her nest, 
we exhibit most flagrantly the 
very thing we would hide.” 

Moral concern, no matter 
how honest and sincere it 
may be. often engenders in us 
a mood of censorious self- 
righteousness. We do tend to 
take delight in the failures 
and follies of others, feeling 
that our own virtues. In con¬ 
trast. suinr so much the 
brighter Me are aware, of 
course, of the self-nght- 
r-otiMic-s in the old-fashioned 
person who champions the 


old-fashioned virtues — but 
should also be aware that 
self-righteousness, and the ar¬ 
rogant censoriousness which 
nourishes it. is not a monopo¬ 
ly of conventional people but 
that it 'often afflicts propo¬ 
nents of the various hew 
moral positions. I find more 
censorious self-righteousness 
in the writings of persons sub¬ 
scribing to what for conve¬ 
nience perhaps can be called 
the Playboy philosophy than I 
find in any modern books on 
Christian ethics. 

You should always be suspi¬ 
cious of the person who is 
stridently critical and cen¬ 
sorious of the moral inadequa¬ 
cies and failures of others. I 
do not suggest that we aban¬ 
don all moral discrimination 
and assume that nothing is 
wrong as long as you don’t 
get caught. But I do suggest 
that every, time you feel 
moved to sit in judgment on 
anoUicr |>erson you examine 
very carefully your own mo¬ 
tives for wishing to do «o Tin* 
measure you deal out to

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Ethnic styles 
are simple 
for some sewers

The pnoe of stylish peasant¬ 
ry often conies high. So, ways 
and means of acquiring the 
ethnic look without making 
tco much of a dent in your 
lashion dollar are welcome. 

If you are nimble with thim¬ 
ble. neealc and thread — or 
simply able to operate a sew¬ 
ing machine — you are on 
your way to peasant chic with 
Folkwear Ethnic Patterns, an 
engazing series adapted from 
authentic rational styles from 
here, there, and everywhere. 

The patterns are the brain¬ 
child of three visually orient¬ 
ed young Californians w’ho fig¬ 
ured that the growing interest 
in folk costumes was reason 
enough for them to' set up 
business. 

“We first considered kits,” 
says Alexandra Jacopetti. a 
weaver and embroiderer, who 
researches and diagrams the 
needlework techniques that 
are part of some of the de¬ 
signs. “But that meant com¬ 
promising on materials, so w e 
ended up with patterns. With 
a paper pattern you can use 
either a cheap or expensive 
fabric, do a quick machine 
job or spend months on elabo¬ 
rate embroidery or quiling.

The shapes of the eight dif¬ 
ferent patterns areall tradi¬ 
tional ones that are currently 
very a la mode. There are 
Syrian, Gaza, Afghani nomad 
and desert dresses; Egyptian 
and Romanian blouses; a Tur¬ 
kish coat. A Black Forest 
Smock; and a French cheesf- 
maker’s smock patterned 
from the original type worn 
by shepherds who turn out le 
veritable Roquefort. 

A Little Folk envelope con¬ 
tains eight separate patterns 
for infants through age four;

Customers in fabric, needle¬ 
work, and museum shops 
across the country have been 
intrigued by the handsome 
looks of the patterns since 
they first came on the market 
a year ago. The sepia-toned 
cover graphics are by book- 
illustrator Gretchen Shields, 
and the patterns themselves 
are 6f heavy, reusable brown 
paper, and are printed with 
sketches of each garment and 
hand-lettered instructions 
worked out by Follovear’s 
Barbara Garvey, who was 
mer. 
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Ethnic patterns for home sewing include from left 
Egyptian shirt, Turkish coats, Sack Forest smock 
and Syrian dress. 


Arm Wainwright, the third 
partner, is a former fashion 
designer, adept at translating 
ethnic complexities into easy- 
to-make modem terms. 

One of the best-sellers in 
the line is the Romanian 
blouse, with smocking and 
cross-stitch embroidery, a 


style that would cost up to 
$100 if you bought the hand¬ 
made import version of it in a 
store. 

The fancy stitches — and

!Women unsure when seeking jobs 


By ELAINE SMYTH

Uncertainty over what pre¬ 
liminary steps to take and 
lack of self-confidence . . . 
these are the two greatest 
problems women face when 


attempting to return to the 
job market after a lengthy ab¬ 
sence, says author Dr. Her¬ 
bert/A. Otto. 

“Many women aren’t sure 
what steps they should take to 
make the most of their back¬ 
ground, education, experience 


and abilities in applying for a 
new job,” Otto said in an in- 
teiview. 

He and Rosalind Loring are 
co-authors of a new book, 
New Ijfe Options, The Work¬ 
ing Woman's Resource Book. 

The idea for the book came 


from Otto while he was in 
private practice as a psychol¬ 
ogist and marriage and fami¬ 
ly counselor. He now is a lec¬ 
turer at California State,Uni¬ 
versity’s (San Diego) depaft- 
ment of family studies and 
consumer sciences, as well as

a consultant and author and 
lecturer. 

“^In working with women in 
groups, I found that certain 
sets of problems came up re¬ 
peatedly,” he said. “These re¬ 
lated to taking care of chil¬ 
dren while pursuing a career, 
matters of getting along with 
a husband, and role changes 
due to the wife's new job.’’ 

Another pattern repeated it- . 
self in the sessions with the 
women, he added. “If they 
didn't have a job, they wanted 
to knovfr how they could get 
started in a new' career, to 
begin to apply for work, and 
to make the best use of expe¬ 
rience and education they had 
at that time.” 

While Otto had the Idea of 
putting together such a hand¬ 
book to answer the recurring 
questions, he also felt “the se¬ 
nior editor had to be a woman 
and 90 per cent of the authors 
should be women. I believe 
women should be writing for 
women.” Mrs. Ix>ring is se¬ 
nior editor of the handbook. 

Otto said he and Mrs. Lor- 
ing, dean of continuing educa¬ 
tion at the University of 
Southern, California, brought 
together knowledgeable peo¬ 
ple they knew to write on the 
areas they wanted the hand¬ 
book to cover: Getting the 
Best From Your Career; Tak¬ 
ing Good Care of Yourself; 
The Potential of Your Rela¬ 
tionships: Managing Your Op¬ 
tions; and Making a Political 
Impact as a Woman, an epi¬ 
logue written by former 
Congresswoman Patsv Mink 
of Hawaii. 

Topics include how to han¬ 
dle sexism at work, how to 
manage both a job and a 
home, family planning facts, 


mental health, coping with 
child care, living alone and 
the world of retirement. 

Otto said other major areas 
of concern to women wanting 
to return to work is how to 
reassess their role in relation 
to their home. Here, many 
women ask the same ques¬ 
tions including How many of 
a woman’s former functions 
as a homemaker now should 
be equally shared among 
other household members? 

“Many working women ask 
themselves that and many tvnri 
to overload themselves. It’s 
very hard to relinquish some 
<rf the household tasks, even 
though they’re now woi*king. 

“The tendency is for many 
women to be both physically 
and emotionally overloaded,” 
Otto said. 

Many husbands whose 
wives have returned to work 
find it difficult to* carry some 
of the household load, he 
says. 

“This’ is because many are 
comfortable with the status 
quo and there’s a reluctance 
to change life-styles and 
habits they had for the last 15 
years or more.” 

The La Jolla, Calif., author 
has observed another pattern 
during his years in private 
practice. “I find women are 
always more ready to change 
and grow as persons than 
men are. 

“Women are more the risk- 
takers in relation to personali¬ 
ty change and personality 
growth than men are.” 

.He has found women more 
willing to look at themselves 

— see if a change is needed 
and. if it is, make that change 

— face thorte feelines — gain 
new insights into themselves 
and those around them.

Creamy a texture not flavor 


Vegetarian must be careful 
to get enough protein source

TTie American Heart Associ¬ 
ation Cookbook explains that 
more careful planning is re¬ 
quired to get adequate nutri¬ 
tion from a vegetarian diet 
than from a diet that includes 
meat. The difficulty is getting 
enough of the right kind of 
protein. 

Protein is made un of 22 
amino acids, eight of which 
must be acquired from food; 
our bodies cannot make them. 
If one of the eight is missing 
in the correct quantity 
from the food we eat, then ail 
of the others are useless. 
Without the missing link, they 
are powerless lo build a sin¬ 
gle protein molecule, a situa¬ 
tion that can lead to a defi¬ 
ciency in this vital body-build- 
ing element. 

Some vegetable sources, 
such as beans, seeds and 
grains, contain high-quality 
protein, but are better eaten 
in combination rather than 
alone because they can sup¬ 
plement one another to make 
far more of it available for 
body use. Jhe key word here 
is available.

Fat worries increase in 
direct proportion to the tem¬ 
perature. but so does my de¬ 
sire for cool and creamy 
foods. I’ve discovered, howev¬ 
er, that it isn’t necessary to 
load up a dish with cream or 
flour-butter thickening to 
achieve lhat velvety', mouth¬ 
coating feeling that soothes 
me so well. 1 can have cool 
and creamy without guilt 
now. 

Cfeamy is a texture, not a 
flavor. And while it’s true 
that fats such as butter cer¬ 
tainly adds a note of elegance 
to the texture of any soup or 
sauce, and that a bit of flour 
thickening is hardly danger¬ 
ous to your well being, there 
are saner, more nutritious al¬ 
ternatives to the high-fat en¬ 
richments and the flour thick¬ 
enings traditionally used to 
achieve the comforting tex¬ 
ture we call creamy. 

Let’s take the thickeners or 
binders first. Flour is added 
to a soup or sauce for two 
reasons — it binds the ingre¬ 
dients together and it thicken- 
ens the liquid. 

If used with discretion, and 
cooked properly in fat. the 
starchiness of flour can be un¬ 
detectable. although the fat it 
must be cooked in is awfully 
caloric. Quite often, however. 
(and restaurants are the chief 
offenders herei flour is 
overused or Undercooked and 
makes the soup or sauce a 
revolting, nasty glop. 

Cornstarch and, less fre¬ 
quently. arrowroot are used 
as thickeners, but they’re 
tricky and usually even less 
satisfactory than flour when 
improperly handled. Next 
time you are in a Chinese res¬ 
taurant that overlooks the 
cornstarch, notice how sticky 
and artifically shiny the sauce 
looks after just a few seconds. 

These thickeners are not 
always necessary for a thick 
texture, however. Vegetables 
cooked in the pan juices of a 
pot roast, then pureed. will 
thicken the liquid into an ap¬ 
petizing and nutritious sauce. 
Potatoes are a common natu¬ 
ral soup thickener. 

And in one recipe that fol¬ 
lows. a combination of brown 
lice (much higher in calcium. 


Vegetable protein does not 
contain fat and is less costly 
than animal protein; but to 
get sufficient amounts of it. 
one must, consume vegetables 
in greater bulk than is neces¬ 
sary with animal products.

Radishes 
are low 


in calories 


Radishes, the tangy 
member of the mustard fami¬ 
ly is a hardy biennial that 
grows under a variety of con- * 
ditions in many regions of the 
world. Related to cabbages, 
cauliflowers, Brussels 
sprouts, brocoli. turnips, horse¬ 
radish and watercress the 
radish is a root, and the name 
radish is derived from the 
l^atin word radix, unsurpris¬ 
ingly meaning rool. 

The radish seems to have 
originated in China, where it 
has been cultivated for thou¬ 
sands of years. From China, 
it snread into Middle Asia. In 
Egypt, radishes were a com¬ 
mon food long before the pyr¬ 
amids were built. 

So highly did the Greeks es¬ 
teem the radish that they 

made small replicas in gold, 
and used them in the worship 
of Apollo. 

Much later, radishes ap¬ 
peared in England in T>48. 

when they were either eaten 

raw with bread, or used as a 
sauce with meats. 

Today, a small* radish mea¬ 
sures less than \ inch in di- ' 
ameter and a large radish, 
over 1-Vi inch. However, very 
large radishes have been j 
mentioned throughout history'. 

The Roman writer Plinv i 
(26-113 A.D.) told of long ! 
white radishes the size of a 
bo y infant. 

At. the beginning of the 

Christian era in Rome, ra¬ 
dishes were reported to grow 
several pounds in weight. In 
1544. a German botanist re¬ 
ported radishes weighing up 
to 100 Pounds each! Com¬ 
modore Perry in 1852 reported 
seeing Lew Chew radishes in 
Japan measuring twp and 
three feet in length and more 
than a foot in diameter. Even 
today, radishes weiehihe sev¬ 
eral pounds each are not un¬ 
common in Japan. 

In Egypt, a radish is cul¬ 
tivated for its edible leaves 
only. In both China and 
Japan, radishes are pickled in 
brine — like cucumbers. 

In North America, radishes 
are generally eaten raw out of 
the hand, or as a basic ingre¬ 
dient in salads. 

When shopoing for radishes, 
choose only those that are 
fresh and bright-looking, 
smooth and firm, well-formed 
in appearance, tender, criso 
and with a reasonably mild 
flavour. 

Radishes contain only about 
2 calories each, but thev’re 
more than hist a low-caloric 
food. Radish slieps and 
particularly radish roses 
add a decorative touch to just 
about anything . . . from 
salads to party sandwiches.

Garden Notes 
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Picking fruit of any kind is 
a job involving considerable 
knowledge, as I think anyone 
who has ever gone out to a 
berry farm with a harvesting 
• gang can testify. The old 
timers and professionals can 
pick rings around the raw' 
amateur; moreover. they 
seem to get the job done with 
a lot less wear and tear on 
the human frame. 

If you have much fruit to 
pick in your home garden, a 
few simple and inexpensive 
pieces of equipment can go a 
long way to increase speed, 
efficiency and comfort on the 
job. 

With strawberries, for in¬ 
stance, you must get down to 
it. and to make this chore a 
bit easier, the wisest invest¬ 
ment I ever made was to buy 
myself a pair of sponge rub¬ 
ber strap-on knee pads. Mine 
are six years old now and as 
good as the new , and every 
year during the berry season 
I bless the day I saw these 
pads in a garden shop and 
bought them. 

For the bush fruits — cur¬ 
rants. gooseberries, raspber-

As I have often said here, it 
is hard to write a single sen¬ 
tence that does not offend 
someone, and lately my bat¬ 
ting average seems to have 
been w-orse than usual.

On the 
contrary, I thought it was the 
result of having gone to 
church every Sunday when I 
was a boy. 

As I say. though, Dr. Rob¬ 
erts w as kind. Though he said 
I had "absolutely no sense of 
the reality of God’ " he went 
on to say some complimen¬ 
tary things; "Of course Jack 


ries and the like — my Lazy 
Gardener’s equipment is sim¬ 
ply an ancient wooden soap 
box to sit on, end up for the 
taller stuff and sideways for 
the berries closer to the 
ground, which brings me to 
just the right height to work 
in comfort. 

For the prickly stuff like 
gooseberries and blackcaps, I 
have an old pair of leather 
gloves with the fingers cut off 
at the knuokles. 

Another valued piece of 
equipment for picking is a 
plastic bucket to hold the 
fruit. It doesn’t bruise the 
fruit as hard metal might and 
it doesn’t chip like enamel, 
yet it can be sterilized with 
boiling w'ater at the end of 
each day’s picking to prevent 
spores and moulds from 
spreading through the 
harvested crop. We have sev¬ 
eral sizes of these plastic 
pails, including a one-quart 
ice cream container fitted 
with a string to hang around 
my neck, leaving both hands 
free for picking. 

Ideally, strawberries should 
be picked in the morning 


while they are still cool. Take 
about half an inch of stem 
with each berry, cutting the 
stem with the thumbnail 
pressed against the forefin¬ 
ger, and handle the berry it¬ 
self as little as possible. 

With gooseberries, the first 
pickings should be made when 
the berries are still quite 
small and green, and this is 
more of a thinning operation 
than a harvesting of a crop. 
Pick individual berries, thin¬ 
ning them out to permit the 
survivors to plump themselves 
up. The green berries you 
pick are delicious when 
stewed with a few elderberry 
blossoms, and I think they 
have a better flavor when 
preserved than the big fellows 
that coma along later, al¬ 
though they DO need more 
sugar. 

If you sell your raspber¬ 
ries, pick them in the pink 
stage, for they travel better 
when a bit erfy ne firm side. 
For immedi«ruse and for a 
real taste treat, leava them 
on the canes until ripe 
enough for the plug to be left 
behind when you pull off the 
berry, and pick in the cool of 


the morning. Very rtpe ber- 
rits can be used for jam. 

Red and white currants are 
picked in bunches, but for 
these crops, early morning 
picking doesn’t work out so 
well. Dew' on the berries can 
ruin the harvested crop, so it 
Is just as well to leave them 
until they are dry. 

Black currants can be 
picked in the same way, but 
don’t forget you have to prune 
the bushes right after the 
harvest. My Lazy Gardener’« 
method is to combine picking 
and pruning in one operation 

When the berries are dead 
ripe, I cut out whole branches 
and toss them into a clothes 
basket. These are taken to a 
cool, shaded patio where the 
family gathers around, com¬ 
fortably seated, to pick off the 
berries. 

The trick with grapes Is not 
to become impatient, but 
leave them on the vine, eating 
a few from time to time until 
your taste buds tell you they 
are just right. A light autumn 
frost won’t hurt them — in 
fact, a very gentle kiss of 
frost will make them all the 
sweeter.

A perfectionist is a person 
who takes enough pains to 
give everybody one. 

Today's challenging slam 
was played by a perfectionist. 
He took enough pains to plan 
his play carefully but only his 
opponents felt the aches. 

The slam was reached 
quickly and West's diamond 
lead was won in dummy. 
There were 11 tricks on top 
(three spades, four diamonds, 
three clubs and one heart) 
and the 12th trick might 
come from either a 3-3 club 
break or from a successful 
heart finesse. 

Those chances .good enough 
for you? Admittedly they re 
not bad, but let’s see what 
happens if you settle. After 
winning the first diamond in 
dummy first the clubs are 
played, but unfortunately 
West has that suit stopped. 
Falling back on the heart 
finesse \o make the slam, 
declarer’s queen goes to 
West’s king and the club jack 
provides the setting trick. 
Down one and plenty of pain 
-- but only for declarer and 
his partner. 

The perfectionist found a 
way to give himself an addi¬ 
tional cnance. After winning 
the diamond in dummy, he 
cashed three rounds of clubs 
to get the bad news. However, 
instead of taking the losing 
heart finesse, he first cashed 
his diamonds and then the 
ace and king of spades. A low 
spade was then led to dum¬ 
my’s queen and West’s dis¬ 
card made the hand an open 
book 

West could have left only 
two unspecified cards in 
hearts and the good jack of 
clubs. So instead of taking the 
heart finesse, declarer led 
dummy’s last club to give 
West the lead and declarer

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Hawaii ’s state bird dealt setback

LAHAINA, Maui, Hawaii — 
The slow recovery of the Ha¬ 
waiian goose or nene (pro¬ 
nounced nay-nay) from the 
brink of extinction appears to 
have been dealt a setback by 
the peculiar weather pattern 
which has plagued the world 
for more than a year. 

The nene, which is the Ha¬ 
waiian word for goose, is the 
official state bird. It exi^ jn 
the wild only in Hawaii and is 
the object of a concerted ef¬ 
fort to breed it back from 
what some feared were hope¬ 
lessly depleted numbers. 

Most of Haw’aii has suffered 
from w’hat is known as a 
drought, as strange as it may 
seem to those who know only 
that the state is a group of 
islands in the middle of a vast 
expanse of ocean. The pre¬ 


vailing weather pattern is 
from west to east. Kaui, the 
first major Hawaiian island in 
the west, 'has received the 
lion’s share of the rain. 

By the time weather 
reaches the islands ai the 
southeast end of the chain, 
Maui and Hawaii, little pre¬ 
cipitation is left. Fields of 
pineapple and sugar cane 
have been sustained by irriga¬ 
tion systems, and the island’s 
booming construction industry 
has seen a slowdown because 
government planners feel the 
water supply has reached the 
limit in some areas. 

Maui is one of these areas. 
Near the top of Haleakala. the 
10 .000-foot dormant folcano 
which dominates the island, is 
one of the natural habitats of 
the nene. The crater area is 
Haleakala National Park, and 


near park headquarters there 
is an enclosure where three 
pairs of nene have been kept 
— not the same ones — since 
1972. Park scientists wanted 
to monitor the reproductive 
pattern of the goose and see if 
they could breed successfully. 

On Christmas Day 1972 five 
nene goslings were hatched, 
and survived. On December 
26. 1973. three goslings 

hatched and survived and the 
pattern continued in 1974 and 
1975. 

The vigil started again at 
Christmas, 1976. The days 
slipped into January, and by 
the time February had ar¬ 
rived, it was obvious the nest¬ 
ing trio wbuld not have young. 
The hatching period is nor¬ 
mally 31 to 34 days. 

Park Superintendent Hugo 
Huntzinger had the eggs col¬ 


lected and candied. Each of 
the three mother geese had 
laid five eggs. It was found 
that seven of the 15 eggs had 
started to develop and then 
stopped. 

"This is just my guess," 
Huntzinger says, "but I think 
it was the drought condition 
which killed them. The nor¬ 
mal moisture in the ground 
was not present where they 
were nesting." 

Ever optimistic, Huntzinger 
adds, "I hope these geese will 
go back and nest again. They 
have in past years, when 
we’ve taken unhatched eggs 
irom them." * 

Some centuries ago — long 
before there was written his¬ 
tory in Hawaii — a flock of 
wild geese either lost its 
"radar" or, more probably 


was blown far off course dur¬ 
ing a migration. 

These geese finally came to 
land on the Hawaiian Islands, 
and they have remained 
there. Cher the years, what 
was apparently a single wild 
flock multiplied to the point 
where there may have been 
25.000 of them. 

In the past, Hawaiians 
found them tasty and hunted 
them relentlessly. In the late 
1700s Yankee traders started 
plying the islands, and in 
1820. the missionaries arrived. 
These outsiders brought dogs 
and cats with them. 

Finally, about 100 years 
ago, the Indian mongoose was 
imported to control the rat 
population. But as the mon¬ 
goose prowls mostly in the 
daytime, and the rats come 
out at night, the two rarely 
met. The mongoose discov¬ 


ered that goose eggs were de¬ 
licious and the cats found the 
goslings easy prey. 

A nene census of 192& es¬ 
timated that only between 20 
and 30 of the birds remained 
on Maui and the Big Island 
(the Island of Hawaii.) 

In 1949 Oolin Lennox, ad¬ 
ministrator of what was then 
the Territory of Hawaii De¬ 
partment of Agriculture and 
Forestry, commissioned a 
study of the nene. 

At that time, the nene was 
being reared in captivity in 
two places: on a Big Island 
ranch owned by the late Her¬ 
bert Shipman; and at a pre¬ 
sene in England called Slim- 
bridge, by conservationist Sir 
Peter Scott. Sir Peter ob¬ 
tained three nene from Ship- 
man and he later estifnated 
that he had released about 
1,000 back to nature.

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Hotel Vancouver shuts 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
strike-bound Hotel Vancouver, 
owned by Canadian National 
and operated by the Hilton 
hotel chain, closed its doors 
indefinitely Friday as the 
strike entered its third week. 

Denis Buchanan, general 
manager of the hotel, told a 
news conference at the hotel 
Friday that the move was 
being taken because of vio¬ 
lence on the picket line and 
the lack of police protection. 

About 700 members of the 
Canadian Brotherhood of 


Railway, Transport and Gen¬ 
eral Workers,' Local 275, 
began their strike June 9 
after hotel management re¬ 
fused to provide a wage iiw 
crease in the new’ contract. 
The hotel had offered a dental 
plan and improved working 
conditions but said the slump 
in the hotel business prevent¬ 
ed an increase in w ? ages. 

Buchanan said a security 
guard at the hotel w’as pushed 
through a glass door early Fri¬ 
day and was injured. He said 
police were asked to provide 


protection but did not re¬ 
spond. 

He told the news conference 
the hotel was closing to pre¬ 
vent further violence on the 
picket line and “possible 
death.” 

Earlier Friday, police posi¬ 
tioned riot control equipment 
at a strategic point near Hotel 
Vancouver. The step was 
taken after a scuffle outside a 
hotel entrance during mass 
picketing by members of the 
^-nB.C. Government Employees 
Union. 


On Thursday, hundreds of 
trade unionists participated in 
a mass picket demonstration 
at the hotel in support of the 
strikers. 

L e n Guy, secretary- 
treasurer of the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor which organized 
the mass picket, said it was a 
demonstration that labor in 
B.C. was supporting the strike 
and would not tolerate strike¬ 
breaking by the hotel. 

Shortly after the strike 
began the hotel began hiring 


outside help to keep the busi¬ 
ness in operations. 

Pickets appeared early Fri¬ 
day at a southside Canada 
Manpower office to protest 
the forwarding of job appli¬ 
cants to Hotel Vancouver. 
About 69 Manpower em¬ 
ployees were unable to enter 
the building until the pickets 
left later in the morning.

Senate denies 
Carter funds 
for pardoning 

WASHINGTON (LTD — Rejecting appeals to “heal 
the wounds” of war, the Senate Friday refused to give 
President Carter money to implement the blanket par¬ 
don he bestowed on Vietnam draft resisters. 

Senator Mark Hatfield, a Democrat, attempted to 
strike the pardon restriction, which the House had 
added earlier to a $7.7‘billion measure finanoing sever¬ 
al government departments. 

But the Senate refused, on a 44-38 vote, to eliminate 
the restrictions, and it later approved the $7.7 billion 
money bill 70 to 9. 

The entire package goes to a House-Senate confer¬ 
ence committee where minor differences in the two | 
measures will be ironed out. 

Hatfield said the restriction “would effectively gut 
President Carter’s pardon program for Vietnam-era 
draft resisters.” 

But a spokesman for the justice department said it 
would probably affect only those who have taken up 
foreign citizenship and wish to return home because the 
U.S. government would not be able to pay for process¬ 
ing their cases. 

The spokesman said 283 of the estimated 2,200 draft 
re6isters who fled to other countries have returned to 
the U.S. so far, and it w-as not known how’ many men 
have taken up foreign citizenship or how many wished 
to return home. 

Carter cannot veto the restriction without also 
knocking out the money for all the agencies in the $7.7 
billion appropriation bill, but the administration could 
appeal the pardon provision in the courts.

OTTAWA (CP) — Net un¬ 
employment insurance bene¬ 
fits paid in the first four 
months of 1977 totalled $1,553 
billion, up 11 per cent over the 
amount paid in the same 
period of 1976, Statistics Cana¬ 
da reported Friday. 

Higher average weekly ben¬ 
efits, up nine per cent over 
last year to $101.01, accounted 
for most of the increase. 

During April, the net payout 
was $354 million, down 17 per 
cent from March but 13 per 
oent more than in April, 1976. 

The number of persons re¬ 
ceiving benefits in the survey 
week ending April lfi was

Sources say it vwuld be fu¬ 
tile to lose time and money 
through a strike only to have 
the AIB roll back any sub¬ 
stantial gain. The anti-infla¬ 
tion program has had a deter¬ 
rent effect on strikes. 

Even so, IWA regional pres¬ 
ident Jack Munro ins’t pre¬ 
pared to have the strike no¬ 
tice treated as a bluff. He 
said that unless F.LR. (bar¬ 
gaining arm for the industry) 
budges on the union’s de¬ 
mands, a strike was inevita¬ 
ble. 

The union is seeking a $1 an 
hwir increase. Another major 
stumbling block is the length 
of the contract. The indusrty 
wants a two-year agreement 
and the IWA is demanding 
that it be limited to one year. 

Sources say AIB restric¬ 
tions have made the union 
unreeeptive to a two-year 
package. It w'ould mean that 
members would be faced with 
a four per cent increase ceil¬ 
ing in the second year and 
wouldn’t be in a position to 
bargain for something better 
if the anti-inflation program is 
abandoned in the meantime. 

The AIB ceiling for the first 
year is six per cent. 

There are a number of 
other areas of disagreement 
between the IWA and F.I.R., 
including a pension plan. 

The Victoria local president 
said he felt the industry would 
make some concrete move at 
the bargaining table today be¬ 
cause of the fact it made an 
offer to the pulp unions in ne¬ 
gotiations Friday.

WASHINGTON (Reuteri 
A new neutron bomb designed 
for use in Europe would be 
less dangerous to civilian pop¬ 
ulations than regular nuclear 
bombs, the White House said 
Friday. 

White House spokesman 
Jody Powell said the neutron 
bomb would cause fewer ca¬ 
sualties among civilians and 
friendly troops than conven¬ 
tional nuclear bombs. 

He said the neutron bomb, 
on which President Carter 
will make a final decision 
later this year, was designed 
to inflict casualties on enemy 
soldiers in a specific area and 
has 10 times less fire, blast 
and fallout than conventional 
atomic devices. 


No-tax Jim 
makes offer 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — % 
President Carter owed no in¬ 
come tax for 1976 but offered 
Friday to pay $6,000 anyway 
as a matter of principle, ac¬ 
cording to documents re¬ 
leased by the White House. 

The president and Mrs. 
Carter had a net taxable in¬ 
come of $39,366, but it was off¬ 
set by $20,864 in expenses con¬ 
nected with the family peanut 
warehouse. 


HONG KONG (UPI) — Ac¬ 
cording to Peking Radio, Sovi¬ 
et President Leonid Brezh¬ 
nev’s garage looks like the 
royal stables of French King 
Louis' XVI. And if he’s not 
careful, he may end up like 
him. 

In its second attack in two 
months on the “bourgeoise” 
life style of the Soviet leader, 
the Chinese said Brezhnev’s 
expensive tastes were affect¬ 
ing others around the Krem¬ 
lin. 

“The Moscow bureaucratic 
monopoly bourgeois consider 
that honor and glory lie in the 
ownership of a private car, 
and they go positively crazy 
over Western models,” Pek¬ 
ing Radio said in a Russian- 
language broadcast beamed 
to the Soviet Union. 

The broadcast, a commen¬ 
tary, entitled Man and the Au¬ 
tomobile w’as made last week 
and a monitored translation 
was obtained Friday. 

“Brezhnev,” the broadcast 
said, “is an inveterate collec¬ 


tor of Western automobiles 
and one can find nearly every 
known brand of high-class En¬ 
glish, West German and U.S. 
cars in his personal garage,” 
the broadcast said. 

Brezhnev was given two 
cars by French President Va¬ 
lery Giscard d’Estaing during' 
his state visit to FYance earli¬ 
er this week. However, he did 
not like the color of one of 
them and asked that it be 
repainted. 

Noting that Louis XVI had 
1,800 horses and 218 carriages 
in his royal stables, Peking 
Radio said, “If Brezhnev 
hasn’t pursued his hobby 
quite as expansively as Louis 
XVI did, he nonetheless (has 
kept up with) the represent¬ 
atives of the monopoly bour¬ 
geoise in the West.” 

Just as Louis XVI, Brezh¬ 
nev keeps his stable of cars 
“for his hunting, various jun¬ 
kets, entertaining excursions 
and other amusements,” it 
said. 

“In those days splendid car-

r i a g e s and thoroughbred 
horses not only served as a 
means of transportation but 


were also considered symbols 
of wealth and power. 

. . The situation in which 
men are judged not by their 
abilities but by their,wealth 
has not only been comjjdetely 
preserved in today's capitalist 
‘ society, but is pouring 
stronger in the Soviet Union.” 

Nevertheless, the day of 
reckoning is coming for 
Brezhnev. just as it did for 
Louis XVI, Peking Radio 
says. 

“The turmoil of the great 
FYench revolution forced 
Louis *XVI to flee in. his car¬ 
riage in the dead of night and 
to go into hiding. He was non¬ 
etheless captured by the revo¬ 
lutionary people and was guil¬ 
lotined. 

"The bureaucratic monopo¬ 
ly bourgeoise in the Soviet 
Union who amuse themselves 
by speeding on the roads of 
capitalism and social-im¬ 
perialism are only driving 
along the old road of all para¬ 
sites and adventurers of his¬ 
tory,” it said.

Newton told an interviewer 
he had been living in Cuba for 
the last three years. He was 
going back to the U.S. be¬ 
cause he believed he had 
gathered information to dis¬ 
prove charges against him. 
He also said he felt a new po¬ 
litical climate in the U.S. 
meant he had a better chance 
of receiving a fair trial. 

He said he planned to leave 
Havana tonight on a flight to 
Canada. 

Newton. 35. a-co-foynder of 
the Black Panthers in the 
1960s. had hoped originally to 
spend 10 days in Canada to. 
consult, lawyers. 

However, he said he learned 
Friday that Canada would not 
grant him a visa to do this 
and he expected to be arrest¬ 
ed as soon as he landed there. 
The Canadian embassy here 
refused comment on this 
statement.

HASBAYA. Lebanon (UPU 
Villagers fled from the 
burning wheat fields and 
shell-devastated lowms near 
the southeastern border Fri¬ 
day . the seventh day of 
clashes between Israeli-sup¬ 
ported Christian rightists and 
Palestinian guerrillas. 

One person was reported 
killed and seven injured in 
Palestinian and leftist-held 
villages of the southeast as 
the rightists waged running 
artillery and machine gun 
duels with guerrillas and lef¬ 
tists. 

However, no report was im¬ 


mediately available from the 
embattled Christian villages, 
cut off in a small frontier en¬ 
clave accessible only from 
Israel. 

“The fields are burning be¬ 
cause of incendiary shells,” a 
resident of Hasbaya said. 

The resident of Hasbaya. 
the capital of the Arqoub area - 
called “Fatahland." had visit¬ 
ed nearby Ebel es Saqi now 
a border ghost town except 
for the guerrillas and leftist 
fighters there who fight on a 
daily basis with the Christian 
forces in Marjayoun and 
Kleia.

Newlon, whose presence in 
Cuba had not been confirmed 
until Friday, said he had been 
here as a “very welcome 
guest of the Cuban govern¬ 
ment.” 

He made his way here in 
1974 after jqmping bail on a 
number of charges, including 
murder and assault with a 
deadly weapon, laid against 
him in Oakland. Calif. 

“I’ve had hospitality from 
the Cuban people wherever 
I’ve been," he said. ‘Tve 
stayed in every province in 
Cuba and the lack of racism 
here is one of the very im- 
poressive things about the 
country. 

“I’ve spent much of the time 
in preparing for my defence 
and getting the information I 
need. I’ve always intended to 
go back.” 

Newton, who spoke to the 
interviewer at the hotel in 
central Havana where he is 
staying, said recent legal ac¬ 
tions in the U.S. and govern¬ 
ment investigations there 
were helping to establish that 
a CIA conspiracy exist* 


against Black Panther lead¬ 
ers. 

After founding the Black 
Panther movement. Newlon 
was for many years its “min¬ 
ister of defence” before for¬ 
mally becoming its leader. 

He said he hoped to fight 
for black rights through politi¬ 
cal action in the U.S. 

“We’ve got growing politi¬ 
cal support after some years 
of stagnation,” he saidi 

In Ottawa, a spokesman for ! 
the immigration department 
said Newlon was “prohibited” 
in Canada. 

“If he attempts to come he 
will he detained with no con¬ 
sideration to be given to his 
being released under bond.” 


George Johnston, president 
of the labor federation, said 
the .Manpower picket line was 
a “tangible reply” to an earli- 
, er statement by Bud Cullen, 
federal minister of manpower 
and immigration, that Man¬ 
power must remain neutral in 
labor disputes.

MONTREAL (CP> — Tele¬ 
phones ring throughout hn 
eastend suburb and 400 resi¬ 
dents learn by way of a pre¬ 
recorded message that a nu¬ 
clear missile is heading (or 
the Montreal area. 

The residents don special 
protective suits which will 
keep them safe from minimal 
amounts of nuclear contami¬ 
nation, and drive to the mu- 
nation, and drive to the mu¬ 
nicipal fallout shelter. 

There they are asked to 
produce a small metal iden¬ 
tity card proving they have 
paid for space inside. 

They remove the suits, 
enter the shelter and settle in 
for a :'.0-day period during 
which they hope they will be 
safe from the holocaust rag¬ 
ing outside and the ensuing 
nuclear fallout. 

However improbable, a 
group of Montreal business¬ 
men and investors believe it 
might happen. They are build¬ 
ing what they say is the first 
public emergency shelter of 
its kind in Canada, in subur¬ 
ban Point eaux-Trembles. 

Emergenpv Shelters AFAU 
Canada Ltd. is investing near¬ 
ly SI million in the project 


and hopes to build similar 
projects elsewhere. 

A company spokesman said 
Thursday the shelter, with 
room for <00 ”tenants,” is ca¬ 
pable of withstanding a nu¬ 
clear explosion IVs miles 
away- It can also be used dur¬ 
ing epidemics, civil distur¬ 
bances or earthquakes. 

Pierre Chapel said digging 
has begun on the 7,500- 
squarefoot project and 72 


families have already rented 
space in the shelter. 

The cost of reserving space 
is 53,000 for a 15-year j»criod ' 
and only property owners in 
the east-end community are 
eligible. 

Chapel said the shelter will 
be ready for use early next 
year and will contain an infir¬ 
mary, a movie theatre and 
smoking room. It will be 
equipped with its own elec¬ 
trical and air supply. 


Chapel said rooms in tl»e 
emergency shelter will be 
rented to doctors, dentists and 
pharmacists or anyone wish¬ 
ing to use its halls until the 
time it is needed. 

The floor of the shelter will 
be about 20 feet underground 
and the 24-lnch-thick concrete 
ceiling will be covered with 
about two feet of earth. It will 
be stocked with enough food 
and water for 30 days.

On the University of 
British Columbia stands 
a large building. Inside 
are huge concrete blocks 
weighing thousands of 
tons. They shield a gig¬ 
antic set of sickle-shaped 
magnets arranged on ei¬ 
ther side of a vacuum 
chamber. 

Each magnet (there are 12) 
weighs 670 tans. 

One might expect the prod¬ 
uct of this facility to be mas- 
•ive. But the products of 
TRIUMF, a nuclear accelera¬ 
tor, are invisible, virtually 
weightless, and frequently 
survive for only a billionth of 
a second. Some exist only on 
paper — theoretically they 
are there, but have never 
been detected. 

TRIUMF (Tri-University 
Meson Facility) is the world’s 
newest, and in many ways 
most exciting, nuclear accel¬ 
erator. It is the world’s third 
meson facility, and produces 
a thousand times more 
mesons than any other unit. 

MESONS, According to 
Dr. George Beer, one of 24 
UVic scientists who work re¬ 
gularly at TRIUMF, are “nu¬ 
clear glue.” sub-atomic parti¬ 
cles that hold the atomic nu¬ 
cleus together. Lighter than 
an electron, they come in a 
wide variety of forms and 
charges. 

The raw material of 
TRIUMF Is negatively 
charged hydrogen atoms, con¬ 
sisting of one positively- 
charged proton, and two, 
rather than the usual one, ne¬ 
gatively-charged electrons. 
Produced in a special room 
high above the magnets, the 
charged atoms, called ions be¬ 
cause of their unusual charge, 
are guided by a magnetic 
pathway into the heart of the 
accelerator. 

Held by magnetic forces In 
vacuum chamber, about 55 
feet in diameter and 18 inches 
high, the hydrogen ions begin

to spiral around as the mag¬ 
nets, their magnetic fields 
pulsing with the rhythm of a 
radio frequency, alternately 
push and pull the Ions along. 

THE IONS GAIN speed 
moving outward by centrifu¬ 
gal force at the same time, 
until they are moving at a 
speed measured in miles per 
second. Finally they strike a 
thin piece of foil inserted in 
their path, which strips off 
the electrons. 

With its charge suddenly al¬ 
tered from negative to posi¬ 
tive, the hydrogen atom, now 
just a bare proton, veers 
sharply out of the magnetic 
field, and is guided down a 
magnetic “beam-line” to a 
target. 

This same thing has been 
done with other accelerators, 
but TRIUMF has several ad¬ 
vantages. It is the first accel¬ 
erator designed to use the ne¬ 
gatively-charged hydrogen 
ion, which enables it to ex¬ 
tract the proton from the ac¬ 
celerator much more easily 
than before. 

In addition, several dif¬ 
ferent beams of protons, of 
different velocities (measured 
in millions of electron volts) 
can be extracted from the ac¬ 
celerator simultaneously. 

TO THE LAYMAN, the 
world of nuclear physics, with 
its Greek letters and a confus¬ 
ing terminology which mixes 
electricity with physics, 
chemistry, engineering, and 
even philosophy on occasion, 
seems highly theoretical. 

It is that, certainly. The ec¬ 
centric collector bent over an 
exotic insect, or peering into 
a powerful microscope or a 
massive telescope, is at least 
looking at something he can 
see, while the nuclear phj'si- 
cist can only guess at the 
existence of particles that 
“exist” because of their ef¬ 
fects on other particles, which

Region’s looking 
ahead to metrics

COURTENAY — The dis- 
t a n c e between Campbell 
River and Courtenay is four 
and a half miles — metric 
miles that is — or if you like, 
45 kilometres. But next month 
is will no longer be 30 miles 
as heretofore. 

For Comax-Strathcona Re¬ 
gional District is going metric 
in July, as are all other local 
levels of government along 
with the rest of the country. 

Vem Hurley, building ln- 
spectr and waterworks su¬ 
pervisor for C-SRD, predicts a 
transition period lasting into 
1980. A new National Building 
Code is published. It includes 
tooth metric and English di¬ 
mensions, but in the 1980 
Building Code, only metric 
measures will be shown, says 
Hurley. 

C-SRD has been requested 
by the municipal affairs 
ministry to complete its con¬ 
version to metric by July, 
1977. Accordingly, C-SRD has 
initiated the process of chang¬ 
ing zoning bylaws with pub¬ 
lic hearings and by giving 
third readings to the neces¬ 
sary amendments. 

Maps and mapping are the 
other major areas affected 
and the C-SRD has begun 
changing its mapping to the 


metric system, while the 
subdivision maps received 
from the land registry in Vic¬ 
toria are beginning to come 
with metric dimensions. The 
regional plan recently adopt¬ 
ed by the regional board was 
figured in metric form.

But TRIUMF holds out the 
promise for significant ad¬ 
vances in fields such as 
cancer treatment and produc¬ 
tion of “bomb-proof” fuel for 
nuclear reactors. 

WHEN THE PROTON 
strikes a second target it pro¬ 
duces, among other things, a 
negatively-charged ‘ ‘ p i 

meson,” or pion. This particle 
lasts only about ten-billionths 
of a second, but that is long 
enough to guide it out of the 
accelerator and toward a tar¬ 
get. 

W*hen the pion decays. It 
bursts into a small “star” of 
radiation, and it is this char¬ 
acteristic that makes it so 
valuable for cancer treat¬ 
ment. 

The usual radiation treat¬ 
ment for cancer consists of 
gamma rays produced by a 
radioactive form of cobalt. 
But gamma rays affect every¬ 
thing they hit, including 
healthy tissue. Dr. Mark Hen- 
kelman, a cancer researcher 
at TRIUMF, said. 

This means that with the 
radiation focused on the 
tumor, the patient must be 
rotated to prevent the radia¬ 
tion from building up too in¬ 
tensely at any one point on 
the skin. The high doses of 
radiation necessary to kill 
deep tumors will also Injure 
healthy tissue; doses safe for 
healthy tissue may not kill the 

tumor. _ 

BECAUSE THEY are most 
destructive when they decay, 
the pions, at the Batho Biome¬ 
dical Facility at TRIUMF are 
focused at the tumor site, 
where they wTeak their radio¬ 
active damage. Tissue be¬ 
tween the tumor and the sur¬ 
face of the skin however, re¬ 
ceives much less radiation, 
meaning that deep tumors 
can be treated at high radia¬ 
tion levels without healthy tis¬ 
sue being injured. 

Another promising product 
at TRIUMF is isotopes— 
variants of elements with un¬ 
usual properties because of 
their atomic configuration. Io¬ 
dine 131, for instance is com¬ 
monly used in X-ray analysis, 
and the treatment of thyroid 
gland disorders. 

The drawback to iodine 131 
is its high radioactivity. By 
focusing a beam of protons at 
a sample of iodine, TRIUMF 
can produce large quantities 
of a different type of iodine, 
iodine 123, which gives better 
results with one-hundredth the 
radioactivity. 

THE SALE of isotopes like 
iodine 123 ($10 million was 
spent on iodine 131 in the 
United States last year) will 
benefit medical science and 
help TRIUMF pay its way. 

One problem with nuclear 
reactors is that plutonium in 
the spent fuel rods can be 
used to produce nuclear 
bombs. By producing a spe¬ 
cial version of thorium in fuel 
rods, TRIUMF can prevent 
this—the bomb materials will 
be impossible to separate 
from the other waste, except 
in extremely sophisticated la¬ 
boratories. 

These are only some of the 
uses for TRIUMF. Scientists 
from around the world are now 
working with the accelerator, 
which operates 24 hours a day 
for most of the week. Much of 
their research is aimed at 
learning how the atom, the 
basic building block of the 
universe, functions. 

AT THE MOMENT. 
TRIUMF is only working at 
one-tenth of its design power. 
The reason is the enormous 
radioactivity that the machine 
produces. To go to higher 
power, more concrete is need¬ 
ed to shield the accelerator 
Dr. Karl Erdman, TRIUMF 
director, said. 

Concrete is one of the most 
costly components of the $36 
million facility. Some $6 mil¬ 
lion has been spent on con¬ 
crete so far. Erdman said 
that by next summer enough 
concrete blocks should be in 
place to permit use of the ac¬ 
celerator at full power. 

Even when working at a 
fraction of its power, 
TRIUMF throws enough stray 
radiation through 15 feet of 
concrete to make the huge 
vault which contains the ma¬ 


chine stricltly off limits to 
any person while It is operat¬ 
ing. 

Instead, a battery of com¬ 
puters control every operation 
in the machine. The main 
control room contains no 
fewer than five large com¬ 
puters, and altogether the fa¬ 
cility contains 16 different 
computers. 

THIS EMPHASIS on space- 
age electronics at TRIUMF, 
combined with research on 
the frontiers of knowledge, 
means that very few' of the 
electronic devices used there 
can be taken “off the shelf.” 

Many of them are designed 
and built in TRIUMF’s own 
laboratories. Others are pro¬ 


duced outside TRIUMF, a 
practice which is responsible 
for the establishment of sev¬ 
eral new electronics firms in 
the Vancouver area. 

Canadian products and 
manufacturers were used as 
much as possible on the con¬ 
struction of TRIUMF, Beer 
said. The facility itself is run 
by UBC, Simon Fraser, the 
University of Victoria (which 
put more than one-third of the 
university’s own research 
funds into TRIUMF last year) 
and the University of Alberta. 

The beneficiaries, however, 
are likely to be all people of 
the world, as TRIUMF opens 
the door of knowledge that 
much further.

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Hotel Vancouver shuts 


VANCOUVER (CP) Hie 
strike-bound Hotel Vancouver, 
owned by Canadian National 
and operated by the Hilton 
hotel chain, closed its doors 
indefinitely Friday as the 
strike entered its third week. 

Denis Buchanan, general 
manager of the hotel, told a 
news conference at the hotel 
Friday that the move was 
being taken because of vio¬ 
lence on the picket'line and 
the lack of police protection. 

About 700 members or the 
Canadian Brotherhood of 


Railway, Transport and Gen¬ 
eral Workers, Local 275, 
began their strike June 9 
after hotel management re¬ 
fused to proride a wage in¬ 
crease in the new contract. 
The hotel had offered a dental 
plan and improved working 
conditions but said the slump 
in the hotel business prevent¬ 
ed an increase in wages. 

Buchanan said a security 
guard at the hotel was pushed 
through a glass door early Fri¬ 
day and was injured. He said 
police were asked to proride 


protection but did not re¬ 
spond. 

He told the news conference 
the hotel was closing to pre¬ 
vent further violence on the 
picket line and “possible 
death.” 

Earlier Friday, police posi¬ 
tioned riot control equipment 
at a strategic point near Hotel 
Vancouver. The step was 
taken after a scuffle outside a 
hotel entrance during mass 
picketing by members of the 
B.C. Government Employees 
Union. 


On Thursday, hundreds of 
trade unionists participated in 
a mass picket demonstration 
at the hotel in support of the 
strikers. 

L e n Guy, secretary- 
treasurer of the B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of Labor which organized 
the mass picket, said it was a 
demonstration that labor in 
B.C. was supporting the strike 
and would not tolerate strike¬ 
breaking by the hotel. 

Shortly after the strike 
began the hotel began hiring 


outside help to keep the busi¬ 
ness in operators. 

Pickets appeared early Fri¬ 
day at a southside Canada 
Manpower office to protest 
the forwarding of job appli¬ 
cants to Hotel Vancouver. 
About 60 Manpower em¬ 
ployees were unable to enter 
the building until the pickets 
left later in the morning.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rejecting appeals to "heal 
the wounds” of war, the Senate Friday refused to give 
President Carter money to implement the blanket par¬ 
don he bestowed on Vietnam draft resisters. 

Senator Mark Hatfield, a Democrat, attempted to 
strike the pardon restriction, which the House had 
added earlier to a $7.7 billion measure financing sever¬ 
al government departments. 

Bijt the Senate refused, on a 44-38 vote, to eliminate 
the restrictions, and it later approved the $7.7 billion 
money bill 70 to 9. 

The entire package goes to a House-Senate confer¬ 
ence committee where minor differences in the two 
measures will be ironed out. 

Hatfield said the restriction “would effectively gut 
President Carter's pardon program for Vietnam - era 
draft resisters.” 

But a spokesman for the justice department said it 
would probably affect only those who have taken up 
foreign citizenship and wish to return home because the 
U.S. government would not be able to pay for process¬ 
ing their cases. 

The spokesman said 283 of the estimated 2,200 draft 
resisters who fled to other countries have returned to 
the U.S. so far, and it was not known how many men 
have taken up foreign citizenship or how many wished 
to return home. 

Carter cannot veto the restriction without also 
knocking out the money for all the agencies in the $7.7 
billion appropriation bill, ‘but the administration could 
appeal the pardon provision in the courts.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) 

A new neutron bomb designed 
for use in Europe would be 
less dangerous to civilian poi>- 
uiations than regular nuclear 
bombs, the White House said 
Friday. 

White House spokesman 
Jody Powell said the neutron 
bomb would cause fewer ca¬ 
sualties among civilians and 
friendly troops than conven¬ 
tional nuclear bombs. 

He said the neutron bomb, 
on which President Carter 
will make a final decision 
later this year, was designed 
to inflict casualties on enemy 
soldiers in a specific area and 
has 10 times less fire, blast 
and fallout than conventional 
atomic devices. 


No-tax Jim 
makes offer 

WASHINGTON’ (UPI) — 
President Carter owed no in¬ 
come tax for 1976 but offered 
Friday to pay $6,000 anyway 
as a matter of principle, ac¬ 
cording to documents re¬ 
leased by the White House. 

The president and Mrs. 
Carter had a net taxable in¬ 
come of $39,366, but it was off¬ 
set by $20,864 in expenses con¬ 
nected with the family peanut 
warehouse. 


HONG KONG (UPI) — Ac¬ 
cording to Peking Radio, Sovi¬ 
et President Leonid Brezh¬ 
nev's garage lqoks like the 
royal stables of French King 
Louis XVT. And if he’s not 
careful, he may end up like 
him. 

In its second attack in two 
months on the “bourgeoise” 
life style of the Soviet leader, 
the Chinese said Brezhnev’s 
expensive tastes were affect¬ 
ing others around the Krem¬ 
lin. 

“The Moscow bureaucratic 
monopoly bourgeois consider 
that honor and glory lie in the 
ownership of a private car, 
and they go positively crazy 
over Western models," Pek¬ 
ing Radio said in a Russian- 
language broadcast beamed 
to the Soviet Uniot}. 

The broadcast, a commen¬ 
tary, entitled Man and the Au¬ 
tomobile was made last week 
and a monitored translation 
was obtained Friday. 

“Brezhnev,” the broadcast 
said, "is an inveterate collec¬ 


tor of Western automobiles 
and one can find nearly every 
known brand of high-class En¬ 
glish. West German and U.S. 
cars in his personal garage,” 
the broadcast said. 

Brezhnev was given two 
cars by French President Va¬ 
lery Giscard d’Estaing during 
his state visit to France earli¬ 
er this week. However, he did 
not like the color of one of 
them and asked that it be 
repainted. 

Noting that Louis XVI had 
1,800 horses and 218 carriages 
in his royal stables, Peking 
Radio said, “If Brezhnev 
hasn’t pursued his hobby 
quite as expansively as Louis 
XVI did, he nonetheless (has 
kept up with) the represent¬ 
atives of the monopoly bour¬ 
geois® in the West.” 

Just as Louis XVI, Brezh¬ 
nev keeps his stable of cars 
“for his hunting, various jun¬ 
kets, entertaining excursions 
an<( other amusements,” it 
said.

Hard-core juvenile offenders won’t be con¬ 
tained for two-year stretches at the Cook Street 
detention home, Attorney-General Garde Gardom 
said Friday. 

In a letter to Victoria Aid. Helen Beimes, 
Gardom said the Victoria centre would have facili¬ 
ties for holding up to 10 hard-core young offenders, 
but would ‘‘seldom be used to that capacity.” 

And even if it were used to capacity, occasion¬ 
ally, tt would be for short periods only while the 
delinquents received their briefing or awaited 
moving to the Mainland or Lakeview Camp. 

Gardom assured Mrs. Beimes that was his 
ministry's intention to transfer the youths within 
“the shortest-possible time after disposition.” 

Mrs. Beimes stated eariier that if the govern¬ 
ment tried to turn the Victoria centre into a young 
offender s ’ jail, she would'press for eviction of the 
government from the building which is owned by 
the four core municipalities. 

Mrs. Beimes wasn’t available for comment on 
Gardom’s letter.

Rising Interest rates have 
clouded the future of new dor¬ 
mitories at the University of 
Victoria. 

UVic president Dr. Howard 
Petch told the university 
board of governors on Friday 
that the interest rates which 


the central Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. is offering for 
new dormitories would push 
the cost of accommodation 
beyond what students could 
afford. 

The university was hoping 
to borrow the necessary 
money — about $3-million — 
from CSMHC at eight par cent, 
the rate for low-income 
group®, Petch said. If not, at 
would have to borrow money 
at CMHCs standard rate of 
nine and three-eighths per 
cent interest. 

New dormitories are a high 
priority for the university, be¬ 
cause aibout 55 per cent of its 
students come from outside 
the Greater Victoria area, but 
on-campus accommodation is 
available to only about ID per 
cent. 

It was only through special 
representations to the federal 
government this winter, with 
backing from the provincial 
government, that the universi¬ 
ty managed to get CMHC to 
give student housing a high 
priority for mortgage money. 

The interest rate is an im¬ 
portant consideration, be¬ 
cause the university’s policy 
is to set residence fees at a 
level which will cover capital 
and maintenance costs. 

High construction costa 
have already forced the uni¬ 
versity to plan wood-frame 
dormitories instead of the 
reinforced concrete dormitor¬ 
ies which they now have, 
Petch said. 

“We got the cost down to 
where, at eight per cent inter¬ 
est, students could manage 
the residence fees.” 

But the local office of 
CMHC, which referred the 
matter to its regional office, 
said the university would not 
only have to pay the standard 
rate, but that the rate had 
gone up to nine and seven- 
edghths per cent. 

“That will put the dormitor¬ 
ies beyond the reach of our 
students,” Petch told the 
.board. 

“We are at the point of di¬ 
minishing returns on the dor¬ 
mitories already. If we lower 
the building co$ts further, 
maintenance costs will gp up 


to the point where they would 
offset the savings.” 

The other possibilities were 
for the university to subsidize 
the student housing, which 
would require permission 
from the Universities Council 
of B.C., or to appeal to Otta¬ 
wa for lower interest rates, 
Petch said.

He said local CMHC of¬ 
ficials had been very. helpful 
to the university in planning 
the dormitories, but that they 
were bound by CMHC’s lend¬ 
ing regulations. 

The board authorized Petch 
to negotiate with the federal 
government for a lower inter¬ 
est rate. 


Bus-pass chop \

Cancellation of an innova¬ 
tive bus pass system for Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria students is 
being appealed by the univer¬ 
sity. 

Administration dean Trevor 
Matthews told the university’s 
Board of Governors Friday 
that the university was asking 
B.C. Hydro to reconsider its 
recent decision to cancel the 
bus pass program. 

. “It has been a joint effort 
between the administration, 
the Alma Matter Society, and 
B.C Hydro, and we think it 
was very successful. We are 
disappointed at the response 
we have received from B.C. 
Hydro.” 

The program enabled a stu¬ 
dent to buy a pass to ride on 
the buses for $30 for the fall 
session. The fee was raised to 
$36 for the spring session. 

During the first term 964 
students, nearly 20 per cent of 
the full-time enrolment at the 
university, took part in the 
program. During the second 
session, 800 bought passes. 
Matthews said the reduction 
was probably due to lower 
enrolment in the second term, 
and the price increase. 

v‘*B.£. Hydro rejected it be¬ 
cause they felt there was in¬ 
sufficient support for it, but 


we felt there was enough sup¬ 
port,” Matthews said. “E real¬ 
ly feel it is vital that we get it 

back.” 

The Society administered 
the program and paid for pro¬ 
duction of the passes, and the 
university contributed a sub¬ 
sidy for each pass, “while 
B.C. Hydro was only required 
to accept the passes as valid 
and receive a single lump 
sum, said Alma Mater Society 
president Brian Gardiner. 

While saying on the one 
hand that the program did not 
attract sufficient patronage to 
carry on, Gardiner comment¬ 
ed, B.C. Hydro also said that 
the program’s success would 
lead to similar requests from 
other institutions. .-- 

“This issue concerns more 
than just students. If B.C. 
Hydro continues to discourage 
innovations in the area of 
public transit, people are 
going to remain with or re¬ 
turn to driving their cars,” 
Gardiner said in a letter. 

Clayton Shold, a student 
representative on the board of 
governors, said he would com¬ 
pile statistics on the program 
and ask the board at its July 
meeting to support the stu¬ 
dents in their request to have 
the program continued next 
year.

Hindle approached the 
Quadra Steel president on his 
own before the labor council 
moved into the picture. 

Although there are only 15 
employees at the company’s 
Esquimalt plant, three unions 
are involved — the boiler¬ 
makers, Office and Technical 
Employees Union and the 
operating engineers. 

On behalf of those unions, 
the labor council has wired 
Harrison asking him to delay 
plans far a shutdown until its 
representatives have a chance 
to meet with him. 

The council has also asked 
the core area mayors to take 
similar action and has sought 
support from Economic Dev¬ 
elopment Minister Donald 
Phillips. 

In its approach to Phillips, 
the council has written: “We 
can ill afford to lose another 
payroll in this city.” 

Continuing erosion of the 
Greater Victoria industrial’ 
base prompted the action by 
labor, as well as giving birth 
to the economic development 
committee. 

Quadra Steel’s reason for 
folding serves as a symptom 
of the area’s economic ills. 
Tht company has said it in¬ 
tends to close within three 
months because other manu¬ 
facturing companies are leav¬ 
ing the city and reducing the 
market for steel products. 

The economic development 
committee, which held its 
final meeting in the office of 
Scott Wallace (PC—Oak Bay) 
will be-replaced by a new so¬ 
ciety that will have directors 
from the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Victoria Information 
Centre, tlie arts community, 
labor, the Victoria Construc¬ 
tion Association and munici¬ 
pal government. 


A housing project adjacent 
to the Royal Oak Inn is in 
direct conflict with the recent- 
ly-drafted Saanich com¬ 
munity plan, according to 
municipal planner Gil Lauren-

“I can't support it. It’s in 
direct opposition to the plan 
as Car as density and location 
is concerned,” he told a meet¬ 
ing of the Broadmead Rate¬ 
payers* Association.

NEW YORK r* “This is the 
year of the jugular.'’ says 
Irwin Segelstein. the executive 
vice president of programs for 
NBC-TV “We ll be scrapping 
for every time period every 
single night. 

“No network can bear the 
disgrace of running third now 
It’s a matter of pride and com¬ 
pany morale." asserts 
Frederick S. Pierce, president 
of ABC Television 
“It's going to be a confusing 
season for the networks, but a 
good one for viewers because 
there'll be a greater range of 
program choices,” says Robert 
J Wussler, president of CBS- 
TV 

As these statements attest. 
ABC. CBS and NBC are girding 
for what they expect will be the 
greatest battle for ratings 
among the giant networks 
since commercial television 
' began. The three are spending 
record amounts for prime-time 
programming next fall — near¬ 
ly $1 billion among them, ac¬ 
cording to industry estimates 
— each with the aim of gaining 
the lion’s share of an estimated 
$2 9 billion that advertisers are 
pouring into television this 
year 

Paradoxically, the competi¬ 
tion has heightened at a time 
when all three networks have 
reached Easy Street. Rates for 
commercial spots have soared 
to an average of around 
$100,000 a minute, and the near¬ 
ly $3 billion in total advertising 
revenues for the year will 
represent a 50 per cent growth 
over three or four years ago. 

All three networks had 
record revenues and profits 
last year, Including NBC, 
despite its having finished 
behind ABC and CBS in the 
poorest competitive season in 
its history Moreover, records 
are in view for all three this 
year, no matter how the 
ratings race turns out. 

So bullish is the network 
television economy that low- 
rated programs do not lose 
money; they merely lose the 
network’s potential for making 
more money in those time 
periods. 


Why. then, when even failure 
succeeds, has the ratings 
rivalry grown so fierce this 
year 0 

Executives of all three 
networks say the cause chiefly 
was ABC’s liberation from 
third place last year That 
broke a pattern of network 
rankings in prime time that 
had existed for more than two 
decades - CBS first. NBC se¬ 
cond and ABC last — and 
opened third place to the 
networks that had never oc¬ 
cupied it before. 

Running third is an embar¬ 
rassment that the top manage¬ 
ments of NBC and CBS have 
said they will not abide, and the 
prospect of last place imperils 
the present administrations of 
those networks With high- 
paying and powerful jobs at 
stake, the networks are striv¬ 
ing. executives such as Pierce 
say. not to finish last 
Coinciding with ABC’s 
emergence has been a striking 
change in the forms of televi¬ 
sion programming, a reflection 
of the changing tastes of 
viewers. Where the networks 
had relied primarily on the ap¬ 
peal of fixed weekly series in 
the bast, they now frequently 
derive top ratings from 
“blockbuster” programs that 
pre-empt the regular series. 

As a result, each netowrk is 
assembling an arsenal of 
miniseries and specials that In¬ 
clude the following: 

• Serial adaptions of novels. 
These will include John 
Hersey's “The Wall'' and 
Thomas Thompson’s “Blood 
and Money” on CBS; John 
Ehrilichman’s “The Com¬ 
pany” (to be retitled 
“Washington: Behind Closed 
Doors”) on ABC and Arthur 
Halley’* “Wheels,” Burt 
Hirschfield’* “Aspen'’ and 
Jame* F. Farrell’* “Stud* 
Lonlgan” on NBC. 

• Serial* or two-part 
movies dramatizing histories, 
biographies or other non¬ 
fiction. In this mode ABC Is 
preparing programs on Dwight 
D. Elsenhower and Lee Harvey 
Oswald and It producing an 


adaptation of Gail Sheehy’s 
book. “Passages.” CBS will 
have multipart programs on 
Hitler and Aristotle Onassis 
and an adaption of John Dean’s 
“Blind Ambition.” NBC is 
producing a five-hour 
biography of the Rev Dr 
Martin Luther King Jr 

• Sports specials are series. 
These will not only include the 
World Series and championship 
boxing matches, but also 
various events packaged es¬ 
pecially for television. For the 
first time, the Super Bowl 
game will be played In the 
evening, a coup scored by CBS 
with the payment of an extra 
$500,000 for the rights. 

• Dramatic specials. In¬ 
cluding “First You Crv" with 
Mary Tyler Moore on CBS and 
new versions of “Captains 
Courageous’’ on ABC and 
“Four Fathers" on NBC. 

• Variety specials featuring 
stars who appear infrequently 
on television. NBC’s roster will 
Include Bette Midler. Paul 
Simon and Doug Henning. CB8 
will offer Elvis Presley, Lily 
Tomlin and Goldie Hawn, and 
ABC will headline Ben Vereen, 
Dorothy Hamill and John 
Denver, among others. 

• Movies. This category 
would include “The Godfather 
Saga,” a mlnlsertes on NBC 
created by the director Francis 
Ford Coppola by merging his 
two “Godfather" motion pic¬ 
tures and adding a number of 
scenes that had been cut from 
those films. 

Such is the prosperity of the 
networks that all are produc¬ 
ing, in addition, several extra 
weekly series to have in 
reserve when the season begins 
in September. Thi* is 
analogous to a baseball team 
having two or three pitcher* 
warming up in the bullpen from 
the first inning. 

“Right from the start of the 
season we’U be trying to im¬ 
prove every weak spot we find 
in the schedule, pulling ou* 
shows when we’re sure they 
don’t work and replacing them 
with new ones," said Pierce of 
ABC. "The other network* will 
be doing the same."

Klugman in Love 
with Quincy Role

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
highest compliment a critic 
can pay Jack Klugman is that 
when he played a sloppy 
sportswriter on “The Odd 
Couple," it was impossible to 
think of him as anything else 

certainly not a coroner. 

Rut Klugman has turned 

Quincy," NBC's series on a 
medical examiner, into a 
forensic medicine detective 
story at a time when cops and 
killers are on their way out on 
television. 

One edge the show has is the 
topics it undertakes — the 
latest is rape. According to 
Klugman. what makes the 
show interesting-is its angle. 
Instead of worrying about what 
makes a man rape, or how dis¬ 
traught the rape victim might 
be. the show concentrates on 
the problems of proving this 
crime in order to convict the 
criminal. 

We don't go into the psyche 
of the rapist or the victim,” 
Klugman said in an interview, 
“Beyond making the point that 
a little extra training on the 
part of authorities — par¬ 
ticularly medical authorities — 
will get that louse behind bars 

We touch on the indignities 
the poor victim has to gq 
through and the rationalization 
of why the rapist becomes a 
rapist, but basically we are 
only looking at the legal 
aspects. That's what forensic 
medicine is all about. We show 
how society can catch these 
people The purpose is to cap¬ 
ture the guilty.” 

Klugman's enthusiasm for 
his role certainly contributes to 
his success. 

I’ve fallen in love with this 
whole character,” he said, 
referring to Quincy. “In his 
job. he can show how the dead 
person can point a finger at the 
killer even better than an 
eyewitness could.” 

Klugman said that before he 
began the series, he hadn’t 
seen more than two dead 
bodies in his whole life. Now he 


has seen about 40 corpses in the 
morgue and he added “I’m 
ready to watch my first 
autopsy. It takes some con¬ 
ditioning ." 

As for the character of 
Quincy, he said 

“When I was first ap¬ 
proached on the part. I liked 
the gimmick of being both a 
doctor and a detective, but I 
didn't realize the potential of 
it. I didn't know about the 
progress being made in this 
kind of medicine and how in¬ 
teresting it was 


ia the reason why 1 am so 
auspicious of “experts” unless 
they have devoted a lifetime to 
a specific field. 

Beyond the chinaware, the 
glass and the furniture there is 
another gigantic field from 
which most of my readers' 
questions originate. We know 
that an item should be over 100 
year* old to .qualify as an anti¬ 
que but in practice that figure 
is shrinking jo about 50 years. 
That means that everything 
made before 1927 is potentially 
an antique, potentially in¬ 
teresting and potentially" col¬ 
lectible — fountain pens, walk¬ 
ing sticks, feeding bottles, cor¬ 
sets, wringer washers, can 
openers, shoe stetchers, cash 
boxes, business cards, lawn 
mowers and absolutely 
everything in print. 

As far as I know, no one has 
yet collected enough old foun¬ 
tain pens to be able to 
catalogue them as to maker, 
style, nib shape and date of 
manufacture. That is the job 
for the collector enthusiast. If 
and when this information is 
ever put together and made 
available, all the other fountain 
pen collectors will want a copy. 
But hoy many can there be In 
the whole world? At (50 a copy, 
no one would ever be able to af¬ 
ford to publish it. 

Yet this is what collecting is 
really about — not an invest 
ment, certainly not a way of 
making money, but a piece of 
original research as 
specialized in its way as 
nuclear chemistry — under 
standable only to other experts 
but infinitely rewarding.

The Stars o[ Yesterday 


Where Are They Today? 


By NANCY ANDERSON 
HOLLYWOOD - Ask Lauren 
Chapin how she survived her 
own near fatal illness, the 
shock of almost losing her only 
child, and the transition from 
child star In Father Knows 
Best to the relative obscurity 
of maturity, and she’ll reply. 

“I’m a born-again 
Christian!” 

Christ, she says, has not only 
saved her life but has given it 
clear focus. 

That makes her fortunate 
among former child stars, 
some of whom have become 
less than radiant, well-adjusted 
adults. 

Lauren was the cute little 
Kathy of “Father Knows 
Best," the long-running televi¬ 
sion series of the fIJBOs which 
starred Robert Young and Jane 
Wyatt as the Jim Andersons, 
America’s most perfect 
parents, whose brood included, 
in addition to Kathy; Bud, 
played by Billy Gray; and 
Betty played by Elinor 
Donahue. 

Stars of the hit television 
show were reunited this spring 
by Columbia Pictures Televi¬ 
sion for a 90-minute TV movie 
to air May 15 over NBC in 
whidrthe Anderson family was 
brought up to date. 

No more than a tot when she 
was first cast as Kathy, Lauren 
was chosen for the part by 
Robert Young’s own daughters 
who, upon meeting her, 
decided she was more like a 
member of their dad’s real 
family than any of the other kid 
actresses aspriing to the role. 


“I went out to be inter¬ 
viewed for the Kathy part just 
like anybody else," Chapin 
remembers. “Then a few of us 
were taken to Robert Young's 
house where we met his fami¬ 
ly. That’s when I was chosen ” 

While the casting made 
Lauren famous, it didn’t, as she 
remembers it, make her par¬ 
ticularly happy. “Because,” 
she says, “I resented the fact 
that I couldn’t have a normal 
childhood. 

“I couldn’t relate to other 
children nor they to me. We 
didn’t have any interests in 
common.” 

Still she found certairi 
satisfactions through her work 
including warm friendship with 
her TV “brother,” Gray, which 
has continued to the present 

“He’s always been truly my 
friend,” Lauren claims 
“He’s like a real brother. “Bil¬ 
ly’s the only member of the 
cast I’ve always kept in touch 
with.” 

In the early 1960s, Father 
Knows Best went out of produc¬ 
tion (though it continued to air 
through syndication), and 
Lauren, not quite 15, was un¬ 
employed. 

She was’ no longer an 
adorable little tyke nor was she 
at an age to play romantic 
pleads. In short, her acting 
talent wasn’t in great demand. 
So, for a creative outlet, she 
turned to another field: music. 

“I’ve always liked music, 
and I studied music and danc¬ 
ing while I was still in Father 
Knows Best,’ ” Lauren tells. 

Because she was particularly 


drawn to country music, she met 
several of its singers. 

“So I began singing and pick¬ 
ing along with them,” she says, 
“and I helped some of them 
write songs.” 

Among those with whom she 
sang and picked along with 
were Roger Miller and Ray 
Stevens, less famous then than 
they became later. 

Lauren cut two records 
financed by a friend, but they 
didn’t, move, since, as she teHs 
it. “the material was pretty 
bad.” 

Nevertheless, everyone, in¬ 
cluding recording studio per¬ 
sonnel, assured her that her 
voice was appealing, so she 
kept using it and was singing 
professionally on the Queen 
Mary just before she went to 
work in the movie for TV up¬ 
dating Father Knows Best. 

“I was tickled to death to be 
called for the show,” Lauren 
confesses, the more so because 
she got the call on the heels of a 
near tragedy which made any 
good news doubly welcome. 

She has a 4-year-old son, 
Matthey Edward Chapin, who 
fractured his skull in a Hal¬ 
loween accident from which he 
was just recovering when the 
casting call came. 

“He slid down a slide and hit 
his head behind the ear,” 
Lauren says. 

“At first he didn’t seem hurt, 
but I took him to a doctor and 
within 10 minutes he was in the 
hands of 10 specialists who put 
him into intensive care. 

“He was deaf for four months 


But now he’s as healthy as he s 
beautiful, and he is a beautiful 
little boy ” 

Lauren had acquired the 
religious faith which saw her 
through this ordeal earlier 
when she’d been extremely ill. 
almost fatally so. 

“I had viral encephalitis, 
she says, “and was terribly 
sick until a girl friend told me. 
TTie only person who can cure 
you is God.’ 

“She called a church in the 
East and asked the members to 
pray for me. They did and I got 
well Then my friend said. 
“You’ve got to go to church 
meetings with us.’

Safe Place, Warner Troyer’s “cool” is completely kaput. £ 
Like Walter Stewart, that other professional journalist- £ 
turned-public investigator, he’s become so angry he’s now in- 
deliblv “hot.” £ 

No Safe Place is an uneasy but stunning amalgam of £ 
scientific data, quotations, opinions and facts. It’s an in- £ 
depth survey of mercury pollution and poisoning in Ontario, 
an outspoken indictment of governmental ineptitude and 
neglect, and a blunt warning that what is happening to the In¬ 
dians of White Dog and Grassy Lake can happen — indeed, 
already is happening — to the rest of us wherever industrial

“We need more specialists in journalism,’ says Troyer 
In his introduction, “people who study and stay with £ 
specialized areas or events.” He recalls receiving a £

of this book”; he was proud then, but “horrified, after having £ 
the time and using the resources available to me in Dreoaring £ 
this book, at the superficiality of my documentary film.” x 
Troyer has come to believe that public safety may ul- £ 
timately depend on the availability of concerned, £ 
“specialized” journalists who happen to have enough time, £ 
ambition and funds to investigate on our behalf. The effects £ 
of mercury poisoning, ugly though they are, are no more hor- 
rifying than the fact that Troyer has been able to assemble £ 
such a strong case to prove he is right.

Yet the professor, like Mary 
Hemingway, apparently had no 
compunction about making 
them into a book, the last thing 
that Faulkner wanted. 

It must be noted, too, that, as 
in his interminably long 
biography, Blotner has ob¬ 
viously put in every surviving 
Faulkner letter. To say that 
this correspondence is 
“selected’’ is yet another 
needless cruelty to Faulkner’s 
memory, since the bulk of 
these letters are mundane, un¬ 


wrote a really personal letter, 
even to members of his im¬ 
mediate family,” and in a col¬ 
lection such as this that is hard¬ 
ly a substitute for the “heroic 
dignity” or the “great weight 
of shyness” that marked the 
non-creative, hopefully 
anonymous, man. 

Faulkner, himself, in an un¬ 
characteristically "literary” 
letter to a scholar who had in¬ 
vited him to a conference in 
1931, probably put it best: , 

“You have seen a country 
wagon come into town with a 
hound dog under the wagon,” 
he wrote. “It stops on the 
Square and the folks get out, 
but that hound never gets very 
far from that wagon He might 
be cajoled or scared out for a 
short distance, but first thing 
you know he has scuttled back 
under the wagon: maybe he 
growls at you a little. Well, 
that’s me.”

Europe and. while pleasant 
enough, hardly suggest that the 
same writer would win the 
Nobel Prize for Literature in 
1950. 

For all of his life, until his 
death from a heart attack at 64. 
he remained determinedly 
rural and southern, even self¬ 
consciously shunning arty 
pretension of being other than 
"a country man” who enjoyed 
horses, hunting, fishing, farm¬ 
ing. his pipe and an occasional 
pretty girl. 

John W. Aldridge, looking 
back at his first encounter, 
says that they found common 
ground only in discussing 
mules and Faulkner’s own 
eventual summary of his suc¬ 
cess — "I own four gallons of 
corn liquor and four pounds of 
English tobacco” — was the 
real measure of an introverted 
man. 

“Selected Letters.” then, 
adds very little to the legend 
Much better to read or re-read 
any Faulkner novel, as he. 
himself, would doubtless 
agree. 
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Once again we must touch our 
forelocks to BBC television for supplying 
us with a first-rate book, this time The Age 
of Uncertainty, a collection of fine essays 
by John Kenneth Galbraith, the basis of 
the television series of the same title 
which features the great economist and 
which is giving viewers the opportunity of 
discovering what thousands of readers 
already know, that he is one of the great 
teachers of the age. 

The ideas of economists and social 
philosophers shape actions and events 
even when we are unaware of their 
sources, and they have certainly had a 
decisive influence on the bewildering 
change and revolution through which the 
world has passed in the last 200 years. 

In The Age of Uncertainty, which 
should find an even wider audience than 
his earlier books. Professor Galbraith 
traces these ideas and their consequences 
from Adam Smith and Herbert Spencer, 
through Ricardo. Malthus, Marx and 
Lenin, to John Maynard Keynes and on to 
concepts and events that gave shape to the 
Cold War, the modem corporation, the 
struggles of the Third World and the 
problems of modem urban society. 

When I tell you that this is an amusing 
book you may think I’ve taken leave of my 
senses. How can such a weighty subject be 
made amusing? It’s not easy but Galbraith 
manages it, thanks to his accustomed wit, 
clarity and great professional com¬ 
petence. He has the rare ability of being 
able to express passionate and ironical • 
thought laconically, and there aren't many 
ideas he cannot put in a nutshell. 

Although surgar-coated, the book is a 
serious one and it pays to read it slowly 
and carefully. To do it full justice in a 
review would require an inordinate 
amount of space. The best thing I can do, 
therefore, is to show how Galbraith com¬ 
bines wit with wisdom. 

Economists rarely agree with one 
another but they all agree that the 
founding father of economics was Adam 
Smith (1723-1790C Galbraith greatly ad¬ 
mires Smith and devotes a lot of space to 
him. Two quotes from Smith show why he 
has such appeal. 

Here's Smith on Spanish colonialism: 

" The pious purpose of converting . . (the 
inhabitants) to Christianity sanctified the 
injustice of the project.’’ And again, this 
time on businessmen: "People of the 
same trade seldom meet together, even 
for merriment and diversion, but the con¬

versation ends in a conspiracy against the 
public, or in some contrivance to raise 
prices.” I didn’t know they held conven¬ 
tions in the 18th century! 

Galbraith expresses himself In the 
same pungent manner. Advice to 
bureaucrats and academics: "Where 
things are simple one should avoid making 
them complicated; there are other ways 
to display subtlety of mind.” 

Harvard's best-known professor has no 
illusions about the university world. "I 
went there (Berlin)*in 1938 to study 
Hitler's land and agricultural policy. I had 
just learned that, in academic life, the 
selection of improbable subjects of study 
involving extensive travel is taken to sug¬ 
gest an imaginative and inquiring mind. ” 

On the money chain. "Income almost 
always flows along the same axis as power

but in the opposite direction. ” And on 
changing times. "No one spends his life 
affirming the superiority of other people if 
he has any alternative The very first 
manifestation of the classless society is 
the disappearance of the servant class. ” 
Galbraith is at his best in an infor¬ 
mative and entertaining chapter dealing 
with the manners and morals of the very 
rich of the last century. 

He makes the point that for members 
of the wealthy class money is more en¬ 
joyable if you can be seen to possess it. 
Hence, palatial homes, hordes of servants, 
a large yacht, expensivly gowned and be¬ 
jewelled women, and so on. not forgetting 
over-indulgence in food, drink and sex. 

The modem affluent society (the phrase 
was coined by Galbraith) has largely 
taken the fun out of all this Take sexual 
promiscuity as an example. As Galbraith 
points out, this activity, once considered 
the greatest of the delights of wealth, has 
become mass recreation and even a 
branch of physical therapy So sensuous 
enjoyments have ceased to be the ex¬ 
clusive pleasure of the rich. And that hurts 
because “much of the enjoyment had 
always consisted in having that of which 
others were deprived. ” 

Galbraith’s wit has full rein when he 
describes how money had to be aged to 
become respectable He lists many of the 
American rascals of the last century (the 
Vanderbilts, Astors, Whitneys, Goulds, 
and others, all of whom were regarded as 
crude Individuals) and shows how they 
became civilixed, then distinguished, by 
trading their daughters and a lot of money 
for European titles 

But titled sons-in-law were not enough. 
the nouveau-riche still sought and needed 
the advertisement of the existence and ex¬ 
tent of their wealth So they went to Monte 
Carlo to gamble — not to win. but to lose 
vast sums to show they could afford to lose 
vast sums "The casino.’ says Galbraith, 
"solved all problems You could lose 
whatever you could afford And this re¬ 
quired no taste, no entre to society, no 
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social grace, no friends, nothing but the 
money." 

Galbraith touches on a whole range of 
subjects — and always pithily. 1 know of 
no other writer who could explain the 
core of Karl Marx's thought, which was 
based on Hegelian philosophy, and go on 
to explain modem communist repudiation of 
Hegel as an embarrassment, and do it 
clearly in only a single page. 

And here’s Galbraith’s neat summing- 
up of the root cause of the French 
Revolution: "People of privilege will 
always risk their complete destruction 
rather than surrender any material part of 
their advantage . . . The sensitivity of the 
poor to injustice is a trivial thing com¬ 
pared with that of the rich When 
reform from the top became impossible, 
revolution from the bottom became in¬ 
evitable.’’ 

As befits a Keynesian. Galbraith 
lavishes considerable space on John 
Maynard Keynes and cites many reasons 
why the Establishment disliked both him 
and his economic unorthodoxy Here is a 
typically Galbraithian reason: 

"Good writing in economics is suspect 
— and with justification. It can persuade 
people. It also requires dear thought No 
one can express weH what he does not un¬ 
der stand. So clear writing is perceived as 
a threat, something deeply damaging to 
the numerous scholars who shelter 
mediocrity of mind behind obscurity of 
prose. Keynes was a superb writer when 
he chose to try. This added appreciably to 
the suspicion with which he was 
regarded. ” 

Galbraith, too, is a superb writer, with 
a style that has sometimes been compared 
to Swift’s, sometimes to Voltaire’s. Like 
Voltaire he is a man of reason, one who 
concentrates on all relevant and available 
Information before reaching a conclusion, 
ruling out religion, rule, prejudice and 
passion. 

But in the last analysis the style is pure 
Galbraith. Its hallmarks, never clearer 
than in The Age of Uncertainty, are ex 
treme clarity and intolerance of humbug 
and underneath the cerebral sparkle a 
deep vein of compassion and ethical in¬ 
tegrity.

It has been William Satire’s 
profession, since 1973. to offend 
the liberal pieties of readers 
twice a week on the Op-Ed 
Page of The New York Times 
Before that, he was a senior 
speech writer in the white 
House of Richard M. Nixon. 
And before that, he was a suc¬ 
cessful public relations man. 
Indeed, in his first book. The 
Relations Explosion, a very 
entertaining chapter is devoted 
to how he set up the notorious 
Nixon Khrushchev "kitchen 
debate. ” (His client at the time 
was the model kitchen.) 
Whether or not you choose, 
then, to consider Full 
Disclosure Satire’s first work 
of fiction will depend on how 
much he has managed to hurt 
your feelings in the past. 

One thing is made perfectly 
clear. He can rattle the nar¬ 
rative chains Full Disclousre 
is the best sort of commercial 
novel, full of action, sex and 
facts. What we want — or I do, 
anyway — from such novels is 
not merely distraction, but also 
know-how and lowdown How 
does "it” really work, whether 
"it” is an airport, hotel, as-

sembly line, pro-football. Wall 
Street or, in this case. White 
Mouse staff in the middle of a 
edver-up. At the same time, at 
all costs, the story must rush 
on. The facts are not to be 
marshaled; they are to be 
stampeded. 

Like Irving Wallace, Safire 
gives us our money’s worth. 
Full Disclosure does for the 
25th Amendment to the Con¬ 
stitution what Seven Minutes 
did for the various Supreme 
Court decisions on obscenity It 
explains, with heavy 
breathing; it entertains, with 
serious matters on its mind, 
and it is long enough to kill a 
weekend. 

We are in the 1980s Our 41st 
president is blind, after an as¬ 
sassination. attempt at Yalta.

touches ) He must go home to 
face, behind sunglasses, his 
political opponents and that 
25th Amendment on 
"disability.”

Safire. not without guile, 
asks us to empathize with 
honorable men and women who 
lie to one another and to the 
Republic because of their 
loyalty to their presidential 
client. By implication, damage 
to the presidential optic nerve 
in the future is equated with a 
severing of the moral arteries 
in the recent presidential past: 
If I say so myself, I am not a 
crook — and there are more 
important things for me, in my 
blind ambition, to think about.

As 
we might not have expected

The Main by Trevanian is a 
beautifully written word- 
picture of Montreal’s im¬ 
migrant district and its hybrid 
population. One is hard-pressed 
to think of a better portrayal of 
a big-city slum area and the 
characters who infest such a 
warren. 

Any reader will feel that he 
could now Journey to the 
world’s second largest French- 
speaking city and recognize the 
streets, buildings and even the 
people who use them. 

What better principal 
character could be employed to 
tell the story of The Main than 
a rough-and-ready police 
lieutenant? His beat for 90 
years has been a rotting area 
that, in his mind, has been held 
together only by the surgery of 
frontier Justice 

That Justice sees him ban a 
punk from the street until 
further notice, after the punk 
displeases him; and beat and 
blackmail a gang leader who at 
first refuses him information. 
This type of shenannigan keeps 
Inspector Claude LaPolnte in 
constant trouble with the police 
commissioner, but, what the 
heck, he’s going to retire 
shortly anyway. 

On the surface, The Main is a 
mystery along the lines of 
ColumbO, where a tough, 
resourceful police officer 
tracks a killer. On that level 
It’s a good mystery with the 
years rolling back to link one 
crime with earlier murders. 

Below the surface, The Main 
is much more — brilliant 
characterizations that leads

you to understand the 
merchants, prostitutes, 
gangsters, punks, even les 
bommes or winos, who people 
the pages. A brilliant portrayal 
of one small but fascinating 
area of a large and fascinating 
city. 

LaPolnte unfolds as a com¬ 
plex character — hard and 
brutal at times, but capable of 
friendship, of compassion, of 
being a soft touch. His one 
great love, since the early 
death of his wife, is The Main. 

Tagging along behind him is 
Guttman, his Anglo Joan — In 
Montreal police parlance a 
Joan is a rookie cop attached to 
an experienced officer for 
seasoning. Guttman, a promis¬ 
ing young officer, dislikes, 
detests, LaPolnte on sight. As 
the chase moves on, his dislike 
becomes distress at the 
methods employed by the brus¬ 
que lieutenant.

Trevanian, the only name 
mentioned anywhere on the 
book for the author, is 
Canada’s mystery writer The 
publishers issue no informa¬ 
tion, refuse any biographical 
data, and seem determined to 
keep mum. 

Previous published works 
are two spy stories made into 
movies —the Eiger Sanction 
and The Loo Station. 

A Toronto reviewer as “a 
wild guess” suggested that 
Trevanian could be a 
pseudonym for Mordecai 
Richler Indeed. Rlchler grew 
up on the Main, on St Urbain, 
which spawned Duddy Kravitz 
and St Urbain’s Horseman 
Some of the dialogue has the 
ring of Richler, too, and the 
quality of writing is high in 
both cases. 

On the other side of the 
fence, while Richler might like 
to be Trevanian while writing 
spy stories. The Main is right 
down his alley and something 
in which to take pride. 


the mass of its subatomic con¬ 
stituents is increasing with 
time. According to Hoyle, what 
most cosmologists take for the 
“origin” of things is in fact 
merely the moment when all 
masses equalled zero; it was 
preceded by a kind of anti¬ 
universe. parent to ours, in 
which masses were negative 
rather than positive. 

’ Around this central theme, 
Hoyle weaves a discursive but 
stimulating essay on the nature 
and evolution of things, on the 
place of life in a cosmos where 
causality seems to run from 
future-to past as well as past- 
to-future, and on the connec¬ 
tions between the current pop¬ 
ulation and energy crises and 
the ultimate destiny of 
humanity. Regarding our 
future prospects he is pes¬ 
simistic, but not unreservedly 
so All intelligence, he 
believes, “contains within 
itself the seeds of its own 
destruction” — but it also car¬ 
ries an alternative potential for 
self-transcendence, through 
which it can participate in the 
fulfilment of the universal 
destiny inherent in the laws 
that govern nature. 

All such speculations, Hoyle 
realizes, are merely tentative, 
end must stand or fall 
depending on how well they ac¬ 
cord with the incoming em¬ 
pirical evidence. Such is the 
essential nature of cosmology, 
in which the human mind, itself 
only a minuscule fraction of the 
universe, attempts- the 
paradoxical task of as¬ 
similating the whole. As Hoyle 
observes wryly: “An ultimate 
theory, like the Holy Grail, is 
something the physicist must 
always seek but will never 
find.”

THE DEBUNKER 


By now there have been so 
many books exposing the in¬ 
anities of Erich von Daniken’s 
“ancient astronauts” theory 
that yet another addition to the 
corpus seems somewhat 
superflous. Nevertheless, 
Peter White’s The Past Is 
Human is easily the best of the 
lot. 

Briefly and readily, the 
author, an Australian 
prehistorian, discusses a host 
of allegedly unaccountable 
“mysteries ’—among them the 
building of the pyramids, the 
Mayan calendar, the Easter 
Island statues, and the Nazca 


markings in Peru — and shows 
that there is no earthly need to 
invoke imaginary extra¬ 
terrestrial influences in order 
to account for them. 

Buttressing his presentation 
with shrewdly aphoristic obser¬ 
vations (“We are so used to 
machines we forget what man 
can do on his own:” “I argue 
that men are more creative 
than some of us will admit” 1, 
White has produced not only a 
tasty antidote for “Daniken- 
itis.” but also an entertaining 
elementary introduction to the 
fascinating field of prehistoric 
archeology— J.R.
